This  item  of  news,  together  with  the  fact  that  the 
Society's  new  by-laws  were  read  a  third  time,  was  held 
over  from  the  report  of  the  Council  meeting  in  our  last 
week's  issue  (p.  197). 

Joint  Committee  of  Approved  and  Dental  Societies 

A  conference  of  the  Controller  and  officiaLs  of  the 
Insurance  Department  with  the  Joint  Committee  of 
Approved  and  Dental  Societies,  on  which  the  Chemists' 
Dental  Society  is  represented,  was  held  at  the  Ministry 
of  Health  on  February  9,  Sir  Walter  Kinnear  in  the 
cha'ir.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  Joint  Committee 
was  a  voluntary  body,  which  had  brought  about  a  scale 
of  charges  for  dental  work  for  approved  society  members, 
specifications  of  materials,  a  scheme  of  reference  com- 
mittees, and  arbitration,  in  addition  to  which  a  public 
Dental  Service  Associatiion  had  been  formed,  comprising 
the  bulk  of  those  on  the  Dentists  Register.  The  scheme 
was  backed  by  the  older  dental  organisations,  and  was- 
functioning  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  approved  societies. 
In  view  of  the  suggestions  for  future  extension  of  dental 
benefits,  questions  were  asked  as  to  the  interests  of 
dentists  who  were  not  members,  and  the  opinion  was 
expressed  that  conditions  would  be  more  ideal  if  everyone 
joined  his  own  dental  organisation. 

Wine-licence  Applications 

Among  the  applications  for  wine  off-licences  at 
Brewster  Sessions,  those  of  the  following  chemists  have 
bec.i  granted,  subject,  in  most  cases,  to  the  sales  being 
confined  to  medicated  wines  : — Messrs.  A.  E.  Breakspear, 
Maidenhead;  R.  C.  Hannant,  Harlsston  ;  Holman,  Ham 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  Exeter;  Exors.  of  late  Mr.  E.  Peek,  East 
Dereham  ;  H.  W.  Spilsbury,  Kidderminster  ;  W.  Winter, 
Ushaw  Moor. 

Applications  for  similar  licences  b.y  the  following 
chemists  have  bean  refused  : — Messrs.  W.  C.  Fry,  Tun- 
bridge  Wells;  E.  G.  Lowe,  Ltd.,  Sunderland;  A.  T- 
McKenzie,  Northampton;  W.  T.  Robson,  Newcastle-on 
Tyne;  R.  E.  Wardell,  tliesterfield. 

At  the  Maidstone  Brewster  Sessions,  on  February  3, 
the  Chief  Constable  said  a  complaint  had  been  received 
concerning  the  wine  licences  held  by  chemists  who  were 
alleged  to  be  selling  such  wines  as  Burgundy.  The  posi- 
tion of  the  chemists  Vas  somewhat  of  an  anomaly. 
Several  of  them  held  a  wine  "  off  "  licence  which 
authorised  them  to  sell  any  kind  of  wine,  but  there 
was  a  condition  imposed  upon  them  that  they  should 
sell  only  medicated  wines.  In  fact,  no  licence  was  neces- 
sary for  chemists  to  sell  medicated  wines.  The  only  action 
open  to  the  justices,  if  they  took  any,  would  be  to 
refuse  any  licence  at  all  if  "the  law  had  been  broken. 
Undoubtedly  Burgundy  and  other  non-medicated  wines 
were  being  sold  by  some  of  the  chemists.  The  chair- 
man said  the  question  of  the  chemists'  licences  would 
be  adjourned. 

Poisonings 

The  following  cases  of  fatal  poisoning,  among  others, 
have  been  recorded  since  our  last  report  : — 

An  inquest  was  concluded  by  the  Central  _  London 
coroner,  on  February  7,  on  the  body  of  Mr.  Nathaniel 
McCuUough,  M.B..  who  was  found  dead  in  bed  at  a 
house  in  Granville  Street.  W.C.  Mr.  John  Webster, 
F.I.C.,  senior  analyst  to  the  Home  Office,  stated  that 
he  detected  traces  'of  morphine  in  the  system,  but  the 
quantity  was  too  small  to  be  estimated.  The  tumbler 
and  syringe  found  in  the  bedroom  gave  a  slight  reaction 
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for  morphine.  Dr.  Thuiiston  stated  that  after  that 
evidence  he  had  no  doubt  that  death  was  due  to  asphyxia 
by  morphine.  A  verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  of  unsound 
mind  "  was  recorded. 

In  summing  up  at  a  recent  inquest,  the  East  London 
coroner  commented  upon  the  ease  with  which  poison  of 
the  kind  used  by-  the  deceased  could  be  obtained  at 
shops.  He  said  that  no  one  would  select  such  a  thing  as 
a  corrosive  acid  with  w'hich  to  end  life  if  he  knew  more 
of  the  terrible  results  that  followed  its  use.  Curiously 
enough,  the  law  said  that  poisons  such  as  spirit  of  salts 
must  be  labelled  "  poisonous,"  which  seemed  to  suggest 
that  one  could  take  a  certain  amount  of  it  "without 
any, grave  eSects,  instead  of  suggesting,  as  it  should 
do,  that  it  w-as  one  of  the  most  virulent  of  all  poisons. 
Why  on  earth  the  word  "  poisonous  "  instead  of 
"  poison  "  should  be  used  he  did  not  understand,  but 
the  poison  la'tt's  had  many  anomalies  that  should  be 
rectified. 

At  a  recent  inquest  held  at  Linthwaite,  on  the  body  of 
Levi  Wilkinson,  who  was  found  dead  in  bed,  it  was 
stated  that  since  November  he  had  been  taking  treat- 
ment at  the  Huddersfield  Infirmary.  Following  a  recent 
dose,  he  complained  of  a  sore  throat.  Dr.  iMcC'ully  said 
he  gave  the  man  the  usual  treatment  for  the  complaint. 
The  medicine  to  which  reference  had  been  made  contained 
10  gr.  of  potassium  iodide  in  each  dose,  and  was  to  b© 
taken  three  times  daily.  A  'post-mortem  examination 
caused  the  witness  to  conclude  that  the  cause  of  death 
was  oedema  of  the  larynx.  The  man  must  have  been 
peculiarly  susceptible  to  the  drug.  The  infirmary  had 
had  no  trouble  with  this  drug  before,  except  in  two 
cases  of  people  who  took  overdoses.  The  coroner 
recorded  a  verdict  of  "  Accidental  death." 

Birmingham  

At  an  estimated  cost  of  nearly  £5,600  X00,  a  scheme 
for  connecting  Birmingham  with  the  Mersey  by  water 
is  under  consideration. 

At  Birmingham  Police  Court,  on  February  10,  Howard 
Hamnett  (19)  was  remanded  on  a  charge  of  attempting 
to  murder  his  mother  by  putting  acid  (said  to  be  acetic 
acid)  in  her  tea. 

A  series  of  eight  public  lectures  on  chemistry  in  its 
relation  to  agriculture  is  being  given  by  iNIr.  E.  Holmes 
in  the  chemistry  department  of  the  Birmingham  Univer- 
eity,  on  Wednesday  afternoons. 

Liverpool 

The  Liverpool  Pharmacists'  Clab  has  arranged  for 
February  15  a  ramble  to  Raby  Mere,  or  an  alternative. 
Meet  at  the  Landing  Stage  at  2.30  p.m. 

The  Liverpool  'Varsity  students'  annual  street  parade 
in  fancy  costume,  on  February  6,  resulted  in  a  collection 
for  the  medical  charities  of  approximately  £4,000. 

"  Excuse  me,  but  I  want  help  in  a  cross-word  com- 
petition. Is  either  '  Eno '  or  '  Uno '  the  name  of  a 
patent  medicine?  "    Thus  is  the  pharmacist  tormented. 

The  tennis  section  of  the  Liverpool  Pharmacy  Club 
will  hold  their  annual  meeting  at  the  King's  Cafe,  Church 
Street,  on  February  26,  at  9  p.m.  All  intending  players 
are  requested  to  attend. 

From  Liverpool  confreres  congratulations  have  been 
tendered  to  two  Southport  pharmacists — Mr.  Harold 
Barton,  on  his  recent  marriage,  and  Mr.  Righton,  on  his 
recovery  from  a  severe  illness.  Both  carry  on  business 
(Mr.  Righton  has  a  record  of  fifty-eight  yeai-s)  near  the 
extreme  ends  of  Lord  Street. 

Sheffield 

The  prevalence  of  influenza  is  reflected  in  the 
Insurance  work. 

Few  local  chemists  have  interested  themselves,  so  far, 
in  the  sale  of  wireless  apparatus.

The  chief  asset  of  the  companv  was  certain  leasehold 
premises,  for  which  a  profitable  offer  had  been  made, 
and  if  a  compulsory  order  was  made  the  leases  would  be 
forfeited.  The  petitioner  was  a  debenture  holder  as  well 
as  the  other  directors.  iMr.  .Jenkins.  K.C..  for  the 
petitioner,  stated  that  the  company  was  formed  in  1920 
with  a  capital  of  £5,603.  Mr.  Matthews  was  appointed 
manager  of  the  London  veterinary  department  at  a  salary 
of  £1.200  a  year.  His  view  was  that  the  agreement  was 
for  ten  years.  He  received  his  salary  down  to  June  30, 
1924.  and  his  claim  was  for  the  l^st  six  months  of  that 
year.  From  March  to  September  1924  he  was  in  Australia 
and  South  Africa  for  the  company.  He  was  to 
receive  his  salary  of  £100  per  month  and  his  travelling 
expenses,  which  he  said  were  £240,  but  the  evidence  for 
the  opposition  was  that  he  was  not  entitled  to  any  salary 
at  all  and  only  £188  Is.  for  expenses.  There  was  also 
a  dispute  as  to  directors'  fees,  the  petitioner's  view  being 
that  none  was  to  be  drawn  tmtil  the  company  was  in  rt 
strong  financial  position,  whereas  the  other  directors  said 
that  the  arrangement  only  refen'ed  to  1922,  and  that 
they  had  drawn  theirs  since  and  Mr.  Matthews  should 
have  drawn  his.  A  i-eceiver  was  in  possession,  and  the 
assets  were  of  doubtful  value.  Mr.  Colien  said  that 
Colonel  GiSord.  another  director,  denied  in  an  affidavit 
that  the  companv"  owed  Mr.  Matthews  any  salary.  The 
agreement  was  cancelled  by  his  resignation.  Mr.  Jenkins 
said  he  was  willing  to  consent  to  an  adjouniment  in  order 
that  the  leases  might  be  disposed  of.  if  Mr.  Cohen  gave 
an  undertaking  to  withdraw  any  opposition  to  the  order 
being  made.  ilr.  Cohen  said  he  would  not  oppose  a 
comptdsorj-  order  being  made  on  the  petition  at  the 
proper  time,  and  the  petition  was  adjourned  for  a 
fortnight. 
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Legal  Reports 

Baking  Powder  Case. — At  West  Ham  Police  Court, 
London,  recently,  Frederick  Thomas  Russell,  oilman, 
Barking.  Road,  E..  vras  summoned  for  having  sold  baking 
poTvder  not  of  the  nature,  substance  and  quality  de- 
manded. It  was  stated  for  the  prosecution  that  there 
■was  no  standard  for  baking  powder,  but  it  was  acknow- 
ledged that  it  should  yield  between  6  and  8  per  cent, 
of  carbon  dioxide.  That  sold  by  the  defendant  con- 
tained loss  than  1  per  cent.  The  defence  was  that  the 
baking  powder  had  been  in  stock  for  seven  yeans,  and 
the  defendant  did  not  know  that  it  had  deteriorated. 
An  order  for  the  payment  of  21s.  costs  was  made. 

Perpeiua!  Injunction  Granted. — In  the  Chancery  Divi- 
sion of  the  High  Court,  London,  on  February  G,  Mr. 
.Justice  Romer  had  before  him  the  action  of  Paul  Leh- 
mann  Wertheimer  and  Pierre  Jules  \YertJieimer,  trading 
as  A.  Bourjois  et  Cie.  for  an  injunction  restraining  Joseph 
Murphy,  Belvedere  Crescent,  S.E.,  from  selling  or  expos- 
ing for  sale  any  perfume  or  perfumery  goods  not  of  the 
plaintiffs'  manufacture  as  "Ashes  of  Violets.'"'  Mr. 
Sebastian,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  that  the  matter  came 
on  as  a  motion  for  judgment  by  consent.  Mr.  Macgil- 
livrav,  for  the  defendant,  said  he  consented  to  judgment. 
His  lordship  entered  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs,  by  con- 
sent, for  a  perpetual  injunction  and  an  inquiry  as  to 
damages  and  costs. 

Noxious  Drugs  Case.— At  Liverpool  Assizes,  recently, 
James  Stokes,  boarding-house  keeper,  Union  Street,  was 
charged  with  causing  MoUy  Prendergast  to  take  certain 
noxious  drugs.  He  pleaded  "  Xot  guilty."  The  open- 
ing statement  for  the  prosecution  was  to  the  effect  that 
in  October  1924,  when  the  woman  believed  herself  to  be 
pregnant.  Stokes  took  her  to  a  chemist  and  bought  some 
tablets  or  pills,  and  said  that  they  would  cure  her. 
He  told  her  to  take  five.  She  tcok  two, 
and  was  violently  sick.  When  she  was  in  Ireland 
she  took  two  more  pills,  and  was  more  ill  than 
before.  Mr.  W.  H.  Roberts,  M.Sc,  the  city  analyst, 
said  he  considered  that  the  ingredients  in  the  pills  made 
them  a  noxious  drug.  In  his  opinion,  women  ought  not 
to  be  able  to  buy  them.    The  accused  was  acquitted. 

British  Oxygen  Co.,  Ltd.  v.  Liquid  Air,  Ltd. — A  motion 
by  the  British  Oxygen  Co.,  Ltd.,  to  restrain  Liquid  Air, 
Ltd.,  from  publishing,  circulating  or  otherwise  dealing 
with  a  certain  letter  was  mentioned  to  Mr.  .Justice  Romer 
in  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court,  London,  on 
February  5.  Mr.  Upjohn,  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said 
it  was  a  private  business  letter,  written  by  one  of  their 
Lancashire  district  managers  to  a  customer  of  the  plaintiff 
company,  making  quotations  for  supplies  to  that  customer 
for  commercial  purposes.  This  letter  v>as  now  being 
handed  round  the  trade,  and  also  being  u^ed  on  the  Stock 
Exchange.  Mr.  Mac.ffillivray,  for  the  de'endants,  wanted 
to  answer  the  evidence,  and  it  had  been  arranged  that 
the  motion  should  stand  over  for  a  week,  the  defendants 
undertaking  not  to  publish,  circu-ate  or  otherwise  deal 
with  the  letter  in  the  meantime.  His  lordship  assented 
to  the  adjournment. 

Misdelivery  of  Tooth  Paste.—  In  Bow  County  Court, 
London,  on  February  6.  I^Ir.  .J.  T.  Rendered,  manufac- 
turers' agent,  15  Aldersgate  Street,  E,C.,  sued  Worlands 
Wharf.  Ltd.,  Canning  i'own,  E.,  to  recover  the  sum  of 
£75  as  damages  and  loss  of  profit  through  fhe  negli- 
gence of  the  defendants  in  shipping  a  consignment  of 
tooth  paste  to  Ireland  by  mistake.  The  plaintiff,  giving 
evidence,  said  he  had  six  cases  left  out  of  a  consignment 
of  thirty-two  at  the  defendants'  wharf.  He  had  sold  the 
other  twenty-six  cajses  at  3d.  a  tube.  He  knew  he  was 
making  a  50  per  cent,  profit,  as  against  the  usual  12  to 
12-5  p€i'  cent.,  but  he  had  realised  it  on  the  other  lot, 
and  would  have  been  able  to  have  done  it  with  the 
six  cases.  Some  street  traders  sold  the  same  tooth  paste, 
which  was  German,  at  2d.,  but  he  thought  that  perhans 
that  had  not  been  paid  for.  -Judge  Snagae,  in  giving 
judgment,  said  he  did  not  think  the  profit  of  50  per 
cent,  was  reasonable,  so  he  would  have  to  find  for  the 
plaintiff  for  £65.  Judgment  was  accordingly  entered, 
with  costs. 


Conspiracy  Charge.— At  Tower  Bridge  Police  Court, 
London,  on  February  10.  Morris  Lipski,  D.  De  Kovnick  and 
.•soiomon  A.  Diamondstein  were  charged  on  remand  with 
conspiring  together  to  defraud  {C.  cfc  D.,  February  7, 
p.  1«4).  They  were  further  charged  witn  having  obtained 
180  doz.  Gillette  blades  from  Whyte,  Ridsdale  &  Co., 
73  Hcundsditch,  E.,  and  face  powders^  value  £18  12s., 
from  Mr.  Solomon  Barlow.  "  druggist,"  158  Brick  Lane, 
E.  iMr.  C.  Carter,  managing  clerk  to  Roberts  &  Sheppey' 
wholesale  druggists,  Skipton  Street,  S.E.,  deposed  to 
sending  50  gross  of  Melrose  tablets  to  an  address  in 
re.spcnse  to  a  telephone  message,  and  receiving  a  cheque 
(produced),  which  was  paid"  into  the  firm's  banking 
account  and  returned  marked  "  Signature  differs."  The 
cheque  v:as  not  paid  in  again.  Later,  witness  went  to 
try  to  see  Lipski,  and  found  the  door  of  the  office  closed. 
He  made  more  than  one  attempt  to  see  him.  James 
W.  Petitt,  an  errand  bey  employed  by  jMes^rs.  Roberts  & 
Sheppey,  gave  evidence  as  to  his  conversatiors  with  two 
of  the  accused  on  taking  the  goods  to  the  address  given. 
A  further  remand  was  ordered,  and  the  accused  were 
allowed  bail  as  before. 

Dispensing  Tested.— At  Islington  (London)  Petty  Ses- 
sions, on  February  6,  Mr.  .John  C.  Carter,  chemist  and 
druggist,  85  St.  James's  Eoad,  N. ,  was  summoned  for 
having  supplied  medicine  not  of  the  nature,  substance 
and  quality  demanded.  ^Ir.  Bramall,  who  appeared  for 
the  DroSecuting  authority,  said  that  the  prescription 
the  de.'endant  supplied  contained  45  per  cent,  less  quinine 
sulphate  than  the  quantity  prescribed.  The  summons 
was  taken  out  under  Section  7  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1875.  It  was  explained  by  counsel  for  the 
defence  that  the  prescription  was  dispensed  by  Mr. 
Carter's  assistant,  who  had  had  forty-four  years'  experi- 
ence in  dispensing.  There  seemed  to  be  no  explanation 
except  that  a  slip  was  made,  and  the  wrong  vixight  was 
put  on  the  scales.  The  defendant  had  been  fourteen 
years  in  business,  and  th's  v.as  the  first  compbint  against 
him.  The  chairman  said  that  this  was  a  vcrv  serious 
thing  to  occur  in  a  chemist's  shop;  the  Bencli  liad  de- 
cided to  inflict  a  fine  of  £5,  with  £2  2s.  costs. — At  the 
same  court,  Atkins  Drug  Stores,  Ltd.,  215  Holloway 
Road,  were  summoned  for  a  similar  offence.  Mr.  Bramall 
s:;id  that  m  this  case  the  sur.o  prescription  was  put  in; 
on  the  medicine  be;n<r  analysed,  it  was  found  to  contain 
25  per  cent,  more  quinine  sulphate  than  was  prescribed. 
Obviously  there  was  no  intention  to  defraud.  It  was, 
however,  very  important  that  the  chemist  should  make 
up  the  prescription  accurately,  or  the  intention  of  the 
doctor  might  be  defrauded.  Counsel  for  the  defence  said 
that  the  use  of  the  word  "  defraud  "  was  unfortunate, 
for  there  was  no  intcnt'on  to -defraud.  A  fine  of  £5, 
with  £2  2s.  costs,  v.-£s  imposed. 

Trade  marks  and  the  Treaty  of  Versailles.— In  the  High 

Court.  Bombay,  recently,  Mr.  Justice  Taraporev>-alla  gave 
judgment  in  the  case  of  A.  T.  von  Wulfing  and  another 
V.  D.  H.  Jse^.audas  &  Co.  The  plaintiffs  claimed  that,  for 
several  years  prior  to  1914,  they  had  manufactured  and 
sold  under  the  names  "  Sanatogen  "  and  "  Formaniint  " 
certain  chemical  compounds,  and  that  thete  compounds 
were  imported  into  India  and  sold  by  the  plaintiffs,  and  a 
declaration  of  ownership  of  the  marks  was  registered  in 
India.  On  the  outbreak  of  the  war  the  compounds  con- 
tinued to  be  imported  into  India  by  the  plaintiff's'  London 
firm  until  the  property  and  assets  of  the  London  firm  were 
sold  in  June  1917  by  the  Controller  of  Enemy  Trading. 
On  the  termination  of  the  vv'ar  the  plaintiff's  started  im- 
portine  them  from  Berlin.  They  sought  an  injunction 
restraining  the  defendants  from  using  the  names  "  Sana- 
togen "  and  "  Formamint,"  and  from  otherv.-ise  attempt- 
ing to  pass  off  compounds  not  of  the  plaintiff's'  manufac- 
ture as  goods  of  the  plaintiffs.  His  lordship,  giving 
judgment  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  that  in  India  the  right  to 
a  trade-mark  could  be  acquired  only  by  the  user.  The 
right  to  a  trade-mark,  in  whatever  way  acquired  in  a 
British  country,  Vv-as  a  right  of  industrial  property,  coming 
under  the  Conventions  of  Paris  and  Berne.  If  that  were 
so,  the  right  which  the  plaintiffs  admittedly  had  to  this 
trade-mark  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war  must  be  restored 
to  them  after  the  war,  unless  there  was  an  Act  of  Govern- 
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ment  depriving  tbem  of  their  right.  In  England  there  vi-as 
snch  an  Act  of  Government,  but  not  in  India.  The  Treaty 
expressly  provided  that  any  infringement  of  the  right  of 
trade-mark  during  the  war  should  not  be  taken  into 
consideration,  and  the  parties  should  be  restored  to  their 
original  position  as  it  existed  at  the  outbreak  of  the 
war. 

A  Liquidator's  Appfication.-  -In  the  High  Court  of  Jus- 
tice, Dublin,  recently,  in  the  matter  of  Fine  Chemicals, 
Ltdl  (in  liquidation),  Mr.  H.  J.  Moloney  applied  for 
an  order  that  the  liquidator  be  at  liberty  to  issue  and 
serve  out  of  the  jurisdiction  a  summons  on  Hugh  Steven- 
son &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Manchester,  requiring  them  to  account 
for  all  goods  and  property  of  the  company  in  their 
poss€ssion.  Counsel  moved  on  the  affidavit  of  the 
liquidator,  who  stated  that  on  examining  the  books  of 
the  company  he  found  that  a  sum  of  £204  15s.  6d. 
was  due  to  Hugh  Stevenson  &  Sons,  Ltd.  ;  on  May  16, 
1923,  they  forwarded  to  him  an  additional  claim  for 
£359  l£s.,  the  price  of  cardboard  boxes  which  had  been 
manufactured  to  the  order  of  Fin-e  Cliemicals.  Ltd.  As 
3  result  of  h'E  inquiries,  and  from  information  supplied 
to  him  by  Messrs.  Stevenson  and  their  trav-eller,  it 
appeared  that  the  order  for  these  goods  was  giv-en  to 
the  traveller  and  was  accepted  by  him  in  Dubl'in  a 
short  time  prior  to  the  liquidation  of  the  company.  On 
receipt  of  the  claim  of  Messrs.  Stevenson,  he  wrote 
asking  them  to  dispose  of  the  boxes  which  they  had 
manufactured.  They  replied  stating  that  thej-  were 
holding  the  boxes  in  stock  for  Fine  Chemicals.  Ltd., 
but  that  they  feared  it  would  be  impossible  to  dispose 
of  them  locally.  He  {the  liquidator)  was  unable  to 
dispose  of  any  of  the  boxes,  and  his  agent  in  London 
was  similarly  unsuccessful.  In  June  1924  he  wrcte  to 
the  manufacturers,  telling  them  that  he  had  heard  the 
boxes  had  been  destroyed  by  fire  while  on  their  premises, 
an-d  that  the  amount  was  covered  bv  insurance,  and 
asking  them  to  include  the  amount  in  their  claim  against 
the  insurance  company.  He  received  no  reply  until 
Julv  10,  when  they  stated  that  they  had  many  weeks 
before  withdrawn  the  amount  of  their  claim  for  these 
goods,  and  that  their  Dublin  and  London  travellers  had 
been  endeavouring  to  disnrge  of  them,  and  asking  him 
to  reduce  their  claim  to  £204  6s.  Id.  He  reolied  insisting 
that  the  claim  should  stand  at  the  original  figure  of 
£564  8s.  6d.  They  subsequently  replied  that  he  could 
not  claim  that  they  were  holding  the  goods  on  his 
behalf,  and  that  there  were  no  proceeds  to  hand  over 
to  anyone ;  that  the  goods  were  not  covered  by  the 
insurance  policy,  nor  was  their  value  included  in  the 
claim  against  the  insurance  company.  He  (the  liquidatc-r) 
believed  that  the  statement  that  the  goods  were  not 
covered  by  insurance  was  wholly  untrue,  and  he  had 
been  advised  that  in  the  circumstances  he  had  a  good 
cause  of  action  for  the  recovery  of  the  price  of  the 
goods.  It  was  desirable  in  the  interests  of  the  creditors 
that  the  manufacturers  should  be  comoelled  to  give  a 
full  and  accurate  account  of  their  dealinas  with  these 
goods,  which  were  in  their  custody  on  behalf  of  the 
company,  Mr.  Justice  Meredith  made  an  order  giving 
liberty  to  issue  a  summons  out  of  the  jurisdiction. 


Pharmaceutical  Society 

of  Great  B -itain 
Evening  Meeting  in  London 

The  fourth  evening  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  on 
February  10  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London.  W.C. 
Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant  (President),  who  occupied 
the  chair,  was  supported  by  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  and 
Professor  Greenish.  Among  those  present  were  Mr. 
C.  T.  Bennett,  Mr.  F.  Browne.  Mr.  William  Browne, 
Mr.  H.  Deane,  Mr.  H.  Finnemore.  Islr.  R.  Fouracre. 
Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd,  Mr.  A.  H.  Jenkin,  Mr.  W.  A. 
Whatmough,  Mr.  W.  J.  Uglow  Woolcock,  and  Mr. 
J.  R.  Wretts.  The  President,  in  a  few  words,  intro- 
duced the  lecturer  of  the  evening.  Professor  T.  M. 
Lowry,  F.R.S.,  C.B.E.,  who  delivered  a  discourse  on 


iModern  Views  of  Valency  and  the  Mechanism  of 
Chemical  Change 

Professor  Lowry  introduced  his  lecture  by  remarking 
that  the  work  of  the  Copenhagen  .school  of  physicists, 
and  the  latest  developments  on  the  thegry  of  the  atom, 
in  the  course  of  which  he  referred  to  the  discovery  of 
element  72,  had  made  comparatively  little  influence  on 
chemistry.  Yet  it  is  .  this,  the  greatest  advance  in 
modern  views,  which  sharply  demarcates  pre-war  from 
post-war  chemistry.  The  location  of  the  electrons, 
which  we  owe  mainly  to  the  work  of  Professor  G.  N. 
Lewis,  has  given  us  a  true  picture  of  the  structure  of 
the  atom.  He  brought  out  the  idea  of  the  existence 
of  two  kinds  of  valency,  the  chief  point  being  the 
two  tj-pes  of  linkage,  which  are  distinguished  as  "  polar  " 
and  "  non-poiar  "  bonds,  the  first  being  nnsymmetrical 
and  the  second  symmetrical.  These  bonds  have  been 
described  by  Langmuir  as  electrovalence  and  covalence. 
The  former  type  is  specially  characteristic  of  inorganic 
chemistry,  and  was,  indeed,  foreshadowed  by  Berzelius 
in  his  dualistic  theory ;  but  when  attempts  were  made 
to  apply  it  to  organic  chemistry,  this  theory  broke 
down,  and  Dumas  sounded  its  death-knell  when  he 
established  that  organic  plienomena  could  not  be  ex- 
plainsd  by  the  assumption  that  ail  bonds  were  of  the 
polar  type.  In  the  ncn-polar  bond  we  have  the  linkage 
of  negative  electrons  holding  together  two  positive  atoms, 
a  linksge  which  is  characteristic  of  organic  chemistry. 
By  me^ns  of  a  slide  the  lecturer  illustrated  fourteen 
theories  advanced  during  the  past  fifty  years  to  explain 
the  existence  cf  bonds  and  the  symbols  bv  which  they 
were  represented.  To  distinguish  the  two  .  kinds  of 
valencv.  all  that  is  necessary  is  to  count  the  electrons, 
and  Professor  Lowry  proceeded  to  describe  the  bases  of 
the  electronic  theory.  If  the  number  of  electrons  is 
sufficient  t:  make  two  complete  electronic  systems,  these 
can  only  be  held  together  by  a  polar  bond  ;  thus  in  the 
case  of  sodium  it  is  possible  to  make  up  two  complete 
octets.  On  the  other  hand,  if  there  is  a  shortage  of 
electrons,  so  that  the  systems  can  cnly  be  completed 
by  sharing  two  or  more  electrons  held  in  common  by 
each  system,  then  we  have  a  non-polar  bond.  This  is 
the  case  with  fluorine,  which  has  seven  electrons,  and 
consequently  builds  up  bonds  by  sharing  two  electrons, 
since  its  atom  is  two  electrons  .shon  of  sixteen.  Turn 
ing  ^to  a  consideration  of  the  divisibility  of  bonds,  the 
lecturer  pointed  out  that  symmetrical  bends  are  in- 
divisible, and  are  fixed  in  direction  as  well  as  in  number. 
It  is  otherwise  with  polar  bonds,  which  represent  merely 
an  electrostatic  attraction  between  oppositely  charged 
ions,  and  can  therefore  be  subdivided  to  any  extent,  a 
fact  which  Professor  Lowry  demonstrated  on  a  model  of 
rock  salt.  With  the  help  of  models  of  crystals  of  the 
diamond,  ice,  calcite,  and  rock  salt,  the  lecturer  pro- 
ceeded to  describe  the  differences  between  the  van  t'Hof? 
and  Werner  theories  of  b:nds,  discussing  the  deductions 
to  be  derived  from  the  application  of  these  divergent 
views.  The  non-polar  bonds,  characteristic  of  organic 
compounds,  produce  structures  of  the  open  lattice  type, 
with  large  interstices,  whereas  the  polar  bonds  present 
In  inorganic  salts  lead  to  close  packing.  The  non-polar 
bonds  of  organic  chemistry  are  inactive,  and  in  order 
to  render  them  active,  the  bonds  must  be  broken.  In 
inorganic  chemistry  reactions  take  place  instantaneously, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  ions  are  ready.  To  effect 
I'eactions  in  organic  chemistry  the  ions  have  to  be 
liberated  by  breaking  the  bond,  and  to  accelerate  inter- 
action it  is  often  necessary  to  introduce  an  inorganic 
radicle.  In  this  connection,  after  referring  to  Lewis' 
theory  regarding  the  behaviour  of  the  chlorine  molecule, 
which  is  assumed  to  break  down  unsvmnietrically  into 
two  groups  of  ions,  one  positively  and  the  other  nega- 
tively cliarged,  containing  an  octet  and  a  sextet  of 
electrons,  whereby  a  covalent  bond  thus  becomes  an 
electrovalent  linkage.  Professor  Lowry  discuSsed  the 
relationship  existing  between  these  vieivs  and  Arm- 
strong's theory,  that  chemical  action  is  reversed  electro- 
lysis. 

There  was  no  discussion,  and  the  President  briefly 
expressed  the  thanks  of  the  meeting  for  a  lecture  of 
extraordinary  interest. 
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League  of  Nations 

The  withdrawal  of  the  United  States  delegation, 
followed  by  that  of  China,  on  the  day  when  the  Opium 
Conference  could  look  back  on  a  session  already  extend- 
ing over  more  than  thirteen  weeks,  has  certainly  pro- 
vided the  most  dramatic  incident  in  the  couiise  of  this 
international  gathering,  so  rich  in  crises  and  deadlocks. 
However,  the  non-participation  of  these  two  countries, 
while  deeply  regretted,  has  not  sealed  the  fate  of  the 
Conference,  which  will  continue  its  labouiis,  in  the  hope 
of  securing,  even  without  their  co-operation,  an  agree- 
ment on  the  points  still  under  discussion.  The  Joint 
Committee  of  sixteen  delegates,  appointed  on  January  24 
(6'.  (£■  D.,  January  31,  p.  162),  to  examine  the  proposals 
and  suggestions  submitted  by  the  United  States,  the 
British  and  French  delegates  to  prohibit  the  use  of 
prepared  op'ium  for  smoking,  failed  to  reach  an  agree- 
ment on  one  point,  i.e.,  the  date  from  which  the  fifteen 
years'  period  was  to  run,  at  the  conclusion  of  which 
the  use  of  prepared  opium  should  be  effectively  sup- 
pressed in  Far  Eastern  territories.  In  other  words, 
it  was  not  possible  to  reconcile  the  divergence  of  views 
regarding  the  length  of  the  transitional  period  prior 
to  the  effective  execution  of  the  measures  agreed  upon 
by  the  participants.  To  find  a  way  out  of  this  impasse 
the.  Joint  Committee  of  sixteen  selected  five  of  its 
members,  representing  Great  Britain,  France,  Finland, 
Japan,  and  the  United  States,  in  the  hope  that  they 
would  succeed  in  devising  an  acceptable  formula.  On 
February  6  the  Commission  of  five  members  reported  to 
the  Joint  Committee  that  since  none  of  the  suggestions 
put  forward  had  met  with  unanimous  approval,  it  was 
placed  in  the  painful  position  of  having  to  declare  that 
it  was  unable  to  effect  a  compxomise  between  the  two 
opposite  points  of  view.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting, 
M.  H.  Zahle  (President  of  the  Second  Conference)  read 
a  letter  from  Mr.  G.  Stephen  Porter,  head  of  the  United 
States  delegation,  informing  him  that  to  his  great  regret, 
and  with  the  authority  of  President  Coolidge,  he  would 
be  unable  to  take  part  in  the  further  deliberations  of  the 
Conference,  and  in  a  long  memorandum  stated  his  reasons 
for  this  step.  On  the  following  day  a  plenary  meeting 
of  the  Conference  was  held,  at  which  there  was  another 
dramatic  development — the  withdrawal  of  the  Chinese 
delegation  was  announced.  In  commenting  on  this  coup 
de  theatre,  the  "  Journal  de  Geneve  "  remarks  that  "  it 
would  be  an  error  to  assume  that  the  departure  of  the 
United  States  delegation  puts  an  end  to  the  work  of  the 
Conference.  Quite  the  reverse  is  the  case,  since  it  has 
reached  an  agreement  in  principle  on  the  question  of 
manufactured  drugs,  which  can  be  carried  into  effect  even 
in  the  absence  of  the  United  States  delegates,  and  to 
which  that  country,  if  it  so  wishes,  may  adhere.  The 
incident  is  certainly  to  be  deplored,  but  its  importance 
should  not  be  exaggerated.  Indeed,  it  is  by  no  means 
certain  whether  Mr.  Porter  will  receive  nothing  but  com- 
pliments in  the  United  States  for  his  attitude  in  Geneva." 
In  the  meantime,  the  various  subcommittees  have  con- 
tinued their  labours,  not  without  encountering  difficul- 
ties. At  a  meeting  of  subcommittee  B,  charged  with  the 
task  of  examining  ways  and  means  of  gradually  reducing 
the  production  of  opium  to  the  quanties  required  for 
purely  medicinal  and  scientific  purposes,  Persia,  Turkey 
and  Yugo-Slavia  stressed  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
substituting  some  other  form  of  cultivation  for  that  of 
the  poppy,  upon  which  so  many  farmers  are  at  present 
dependent  for  their  livelihood  in  these  countries.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  report  of  subcommittee  A,  appointed 
to  consider  the  limitation  of  the  amounts  to  be  manufac- 
tured of  morphine,  heroin  and  cocaine,  and- their  respec- 
tive salts,  presented  by  Sir  Malcolm  Delevingne  (Great 
Britain),  was  adopted  on  February  2,  and  the  far-reaching 
proposals  constituting  the  scheme  elaborated  by  this  sub- 
committee are  embodied  in  eight  articles.  The  chief 
features  of  these  proposals  are  given  below  : — 

Limitation  of  MATfuFACTUBE  of  Narcotics 
AsTiCLE  I. — The  Contracting  Parties  agree  to  send  in 
annuallv  before  December  31  to  the  Permanent  Central 
Board  set  up  under  Article  II,  estimates  of  the  quantities 


of  each  of  the  substances  covered  by  the  Convention  to 
be  imported  for  internal  consumption  during  the  follow- 
ing year  into  their  territory  for  medical,  scientific  and 
other  purposes.  These  estimates  are  not  to  be  regarded 
as  binding  on  the  Government,  but  will  be  for  the  pur- 
pose of  serving  as  a  guide  to  the  Central  Board  in  the 
discharge  of  its  duties. 

Article  II. — A  permanent  Central  Board  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  following  States  : — The  British  Empire, 
France,  Germany,  Italy,  Japan  and  the  United  States  of 
America,  together  with  those  States  who  have  non-per- 
manent seats  on  the  Council  of  the  League.  It  shall 
comprise  seven  persons,  who  by  their  technical  compe- 
tence, impartiality  and  disinterestedness  are  likely  to 
command  general  confidence,  chosen  from  a  list  on  which 
each  of  the  signatories  of  the  Convention  shall  be  entitled 
to  place  one  name.  The  members  shall  be  appointed  for 
a  term  of  three  years,  and  they  will  be  eligible  for  re- 
appointment. The  decisions  of  the  Board  relative  to 
Articles  VI  and  VII  shall  be  taken  by  an  absolute 
majority  of  the  whole  number  of  the  Board. 

Aeticle  III. — The  Council  shall,  in  consultation  with 
the  Board,  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the 
organisation  and  working  of  the  Board  with  the  object 
of  assuring  the  full  technical  independence  of  the  Board 
in  carrying  out  their  duties  under  the  present  Convention 
while  providing  for  the  control  of  the  staff  in  administra- 
tive matters  by  the  Secretary-General.  The  Council  shall 
also,  in  consultation  with  the  Governments  of  any  con- 
tracting parties  w'ho  are  not  members  of  the  League, 
take  the  necessary  measures  to  allocate  the  expenses  of 
the  Board  among  the  contracting  parties. 

Article  IV. —  (1)  The  contracting  parties  agree  to  send 
annually  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  within 
three  (in  the  case  of  paragraph  c,  five)  months  after  the 
end  of  the  year  to  the  Central  Board  the  complete 
statistics  relative  to  the  preceding  year  as  follows: — 

(a)  The  production  of  raw  opium  and  coca  leaves, 
(b)  Manufacture  of  the  substances  covered  by  Chapter  III 
of  the  Convention  and  the  raw  material  used  for  such 
manufacture.  The  amount  of  such  substances  used  for 
the  production  of  other  derivatives  not  covered  by  the 
Convention  shall  be  separately  stated,  (c)  Stocks  of  the 
substances  covered  by  Chapters  I  and  III  of  the  Conven- 
tion in  the  hands  of  wholesalers  or  held  by  the  Govern- 
ment for  consumption  in  the  country  for  other  than 
Government  pui'poses.  (d)  Consumption  other  than  for 
Government  purposes  of  the  substances  covered  by 
Chapters  I  and  III  of  tlie  Convention,  as  nearly  as 
possible,  (e)  The  amounts  of  seizures  effected  of  each 
of  the  substances  covered  by  the_  Convention  which  have 
been  illicitly  imported  or  exported,  and  the  disposal  of 
the  seizures  and  such  other  information  in  regard  thereto 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  regulations  of  the  Board. 
These  statistics  shall  be  communicated  by  the  Central 
Board  to  the  contracting  parties. 

(2)  The  contracting  parties  agree  to  forward  to  the 
Central  Board  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Board 
within  four  weeks  after  the  end  of  each  three  months  the 
statistics  of  their"  imports  from  and  exports  to  each 
country  of  each  of  the  substances  covered  by  the  Con- 
vention during  the  preceding  three  months. 

(3)  In  furnishing  the  statistics  in  pursuance  of  this 
article,  the  Government  shall  state  separately  the  amounts 
imported  or  purchased  for  Government  purposes,  in  order 
to  enable  the  amounts  required  in  the  country  for  general 
medical  and  scientific  purposes  to  be  ascertained. 

Article  V. — In  order  to  complete  the  information  of. 
the  Board  as  to  the  disposal  of  the  world's  supply  of  raw 
opium,  the  Governments  of  the  countries  where  the  use 
of  prepared  opium  is  temporarily  permitted  shall,  in  a 
manner  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Board,  in  addition  to  the 
statistics  provided  for  in  Article  TV,  forward  annually 
within  three  months  after  the  end  of  the  year  to  the 
Central  Board  the  complete  statistics  relative  to  the 
preceding  year  as  follows: — (1")  Manufacture  of  prepared 
opium  and  the  raw  material  uSed  for  such  manu- 
facture. (2)  Consumption  of  prepared  opium.  It 
is  understood  that  it  shall  not  be  within  the  com- 
petence of  the  Board  to  question  or  to  express  any  opinion 
upon  thesa  statistics,  except  in  cases  where  the  Board 
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may  find  that  illicit  international  transactions  are  taking 
place  on  an  appreciable  scale. 

Article  VI. — The  Central  Board  shall  continuously 
watch  the  course  of  the  international  trade.  If  the 
information  at  its  disposal  leads  the  Board  to  conclude 
that  excessive  quantities  are  accumulating  in  any  country, 
it  shall  have  the  right  to  aisk  for  explanations.  If 
no-  exnlanation «  is  given  within  a  reasonable  time,  or 
the  explanation  is  unsatisfactory,  the  Central  Board 
shall  have  the  right  to  call  the  attention  of  all  the 
Governments  and  of  the  Council  of  the  League  of  Nations 
to  the  matter,  and  to  recommend  that  no  further  exports 
ehall  be  made  to  the  country  in  question  until  the 
Central  Board  repoi-ts  that  it  is  satisfied  as  to  the  situa- 
tion in  that  country  in  regard  to  the  trade  in  the 
substances. 

Article  VII. — In  the  case  of  a  country  non-signatory, 
the  Central  Board  may  take  the  same  measures  as  are 
specified  in  Article  VI,  if  the  information  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Board  leads  it  to  conclude  that  there  is  a  danger 
of  the  country  becommg  a  centre  of  the  illicit  iraffic. 
The  country  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Central  Board. 

Article  VIII. — The  Central  Board  shall  present  an 
annual  report  on  its  work  to  the  Council  of  the  League. 
This  report  shall  be  published  and  communicated  to  all 
contracting  parties.  The  Central  Board  shall  take  all 
necessary  measures  to  ensure  that  the  estimates,  statistics, 
information  and  explanations  whieh  it  receives  under 
Articles  I,  IV,  V,  VI  or  VII  of  the  present  Convention 
shall  not  be  made  public  in  such  a  manner  as  to  facilitate 
the  operations  of  speculators,  or  injure  the  legitimate 
commerce  of  any  contracting  party. 

It  may  be  mentioned  that  the  inclusion  of  a  German 
member  in  the  permanent  Central  Boarc:  is  the  result  of 
the  announcement  made  on  January  28  by  Herr  von 
Eckhardt,  that  Germany  would  not  submit  to  the  proposed 
form  of  international  control  unless  it  was  represented. 


Safeguarding  British  Industries 

The  Government  has  indicated  in  a  White  Paper  the 
procedure  which  is  to  be  followed  in  relation  to  the 
safeguarding  of  British  industries. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Government  that  any  duties 
proposed  for  the  safeguarding  of  industries  shall  he  imposed 
for  a  limited  period,  and  in  a  Finance  Bill  in  which  that 
period  will  be  prescribed.  Duties  will  only  be  proposed  'n 
a  Finance  Bill  if  the  Board  of  Trade  are  satisfied  that  a 
ftima  facie  case  for  inquiry  has  been  established,  a  coni- 
mittee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trade  has  reported  that 
a  duty  ought  to  be  imposed,  and  the  Board  and  the 
Treasury  concur  in  the  proposal.  Applications  will  not 
be  entertained  in  respect  of  articles  of  food  or  drink. 

The  Board  of  Trade,  in  deciding  whether  a  2»-?»?a  facie 
caae  for  inquiry  has  been  T«tablished,  will  act  in  accordance 
with  the  general  rules  laid  down  in  Section  I  hereunder. 
Where  the  Board  of  Trade  are  satisfied  that  a  jn-ima  facie 
case  for  inquiry  is  established,  the  committee  appointed 
by  the  Board  will  be  invited  to  report  in  accordance  with 
the  general  rules  laid  down  in  Section  II  hereunder. 

Section  I 

Rules  to  be  applidd  by  the  Board  of  Thade 
The  rules  to  be  applied  by  the  Board  of  Trade  in  decid- 
ing whether  to  order  an  inquiry  will  be  as  follow;  — 

1.  The  Board  must  be  of  opinion  that  the  industry  apply- 
ing for  an  inquiry  in  respect  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
its  production  can  reasonably  be  regarcfed  as  of  substantial 
importance  on  account  cither  of  the  volume  of  employment 
engaged  in  such  production  or  of  the  nature  of  the  goods 
produced. 

2.  The  Board  must  be  of  opinion  that  there  is  prima  facie 
evidence  that  the  competition  of  foreign  imports  in  the 
industry  is  exceptional,  and  that  by  reason  of  such  com- 
petition employment  in  the  production  of  the  goods  in 
question  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  being,  or  is  likely  to 
be,  seriously  affected. 

3.  The  applicant  industry  must  also  show  that  in  the 
countries  from  which  such  competition  largely  comes,  the 
conditions  in  one  or  more  of  the  respects  set  out  in 
paragraph  5  of  the  Rules  hereunder,  for  the  guidance  of 
committees,  are  so  different  from  those  in  this  country  as 
to  render  the  competition  unfair.  ^ 


4.  The  Board  of  Trade  will,  in  tfieir  discretion,  reserve 
the  right  to  refuse  an  inquiry,  irrespective  of  other  con- 
ditions obtaining  in  the  industry,  if  they  are  of  opinion 
that  the  industry  is  not  carried  on  in  this  country  with 
reasonable  efficiency  and  economy,  or  that  the  imposition 
of  a  duty  on  goods  of  the  class  or  description  in  question 
would  exert  a  seriously  adverse  effect  on  employment  in 
any  other  industry  being  an  industry  using  goods  of  that 
class  or  description  in  production. 

If  the  Boa^rd  of  Trade  are  satisfied  that  a  i>riina  facie 
case  is  esrtabLished  in  accordance  with  the  above  conditions, 
the  Board  will  refer  the  claim  for  inquiry  to  a  committee. 

Section  II 

Instructions  to  Committees 

A  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trade  for  the 
purpoise  of  such  an  inquiry  will  be  instructed  to  report  on 
the  following: — • 

1.  Whether  the  applicant  industry  is,,  by  reason  of  the 
volume  of  employment,  engaged  in  the  production  of  tlie 
goods  to  which  the  application  relates,  or  by  reason  of 
the  nature  of  the  goods  produced,  an  industry  of  sub- 
stantial importance. 

2.  Whether  foreign  goods  of  the  class  or  description  to 
which  the  application  relates  are  being  imported  into  and 
retained  for  consumption  in  the  United  Kingdom  in 
abnormal  quantities. 

3.  Whether  the  foreign  goods  so  imported  arc  being  sold 
or  offered  for  sale  in  the  United  Kingdom  at  prices  which 
aie  below  the  prices  at  which  similar  goods  can  be  profit- 
ably manufactured  or  produced  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

4.  Whether,  by  reason  of  the  severity  and  extent  of  such 
competition,  employment  in  the  manufacture  or  production 
of  such  goods  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  being,  or  is  likely 
to  be,  seriously  affected. 

5.  Whether  such  exceptional  competition  comes  largely 
from  countries  where  the  conditions  arc  so  different  from 
those  in  this  country  as  to  render  the  competition  unfair. 

Competition  for  the  purpose  of  such  inquiry  is  not  to 
be  deemed  to  be  unfair  unless  it  arises  from  one  or  more 
oF  the  following  causes:  — 

[a]  Depreciation  of  currency  operating  so  as  to  create 
an  export  bounty. 

(h)  Subsidies,  bounties,  or  other  artificial  advantages. 

((■)  Inferior  conditions  of  employment  of  labour, 
whether  as  respects  remuneration  or  hours  of  employ- 
ment, or  otherwise,  obtaining  amongst  the  peisons  em- 
ployed in  the  production  of  the  imported  goods  in 
question  as  compared  with  those  obtaining  amongst 
persons  employed  in  the  production  of  similar  goods 
in  the  L^nited  Kingdom. 

In  making  their  report  upon  the  alleged  imfairncss  of 
the  competition,  the  committee  may  call  attention  to  any 
special  circumstances  by  reason  of  which,  in  their  opinion, 
th"  industry  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  placed  at  a  serious 
relative  disadvantage. 

6.  Whether  the  applicant  industry  is  being  carried  on  in 
th'-  United  Kingdom  with  reasonable  efficiency  and  economy. 

7.  Whether  the  imposition  of  a  duty  on  goods  of  the  class 
o:  description  in  question  would  exert  a  serious  adverse 
effect  on  employment  in  any  other  industry,  being  an 
industry  using  goods  of  that  class  or  description  in  pro- 
duction. 

8.  Whether,  having  regard  to  the  above  conditions,  the 
applicant  industry  has,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee, 
established  a  claim  to  a  duty;  and.  if  so,  what  rate  or 
rates  of  duty,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  would 
be  reasonably  sufficient  to  coimtervail  the  unfair  com- 
petition. 

Section  III 

CoNsriTUTioN  of  Committees 

A  committee  wilt  consist  of  not  more  than  five  persons, 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade.  No 
person  whose  interests  may  be  materially  affected  by  any 
action  which  may  be  taken  on  the  report  of  a  committee 
will  be  eligible  for  appointment  as  a  member  of  the 
committee. 

Seciiom  IV 
Procedure  of  Cojimittees 
A  committee  to  whom  a  complaint  is  referred  will  have 
power  to  determine  its  own  procedure,  having  regard  to 
the  particular  ma.tters  on  which  it  is  instructed  to  report. 
The  sittings  of_  a  committee  at  which  evidence  is  taken 
shall  be  held  in  nublic,  except  that  a  committee  shall 
refuse  to  allow  the  public  to  be  present  at  any  proceedings 
of  the  committee  during  the  hearing  of  evidence  on  matters 
which,  in  its  opinion,  are  of  a.  confidential  character. 
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Report  on  the  January  Analytical  Exercise 

The  powder  distribated  to  Situdents  on  January  6  con- 
tained eight  parts  by  weight  of  lead  chloride,  one  part  of 
bismuth  oxychloride,  and  one  part  of  stannous  chloride. 
The  calculated  compo.sition  of  S'Uoh  a  mixture  is  :--

There  were  also  present,  as  impurities,  a  distinct  trace  of 
calcium  and  recognisable  traces  of  iron  and  magnesium. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  sent  out  to  sixty-two 
students,  and  twenty  j'eports  were  received  for  ©xamina- 
tion.  Lead  and  a  chloride  were  reported  in  every  case, 
but  bismuth  was  missed  by  tbree  students  and  tin  iDy  six. 
The  proportion  of  failures  to  note  the  evolution  of  water 
when  the  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry  tube  was  smaller 
than  usual,  only  three  students  having  left  this  unre- 
ported, while  the  amount  pressnt  was  comparatively  small. 
The  calcium,  present  as  impurity,  was  only  reported  by 
eight  students. 

We  note  with  regret  a  distinot  falling  off  on  this  occa- 
sion in  the  number  of  reports  received.  This  may  be  dn© 
to  the  slightly  greater  difficulty  of  the  exercise,  but  as 
most  of  thoss  who  seat  in  reports  have  again  attained  higii 
marks,  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  the  difficulty  was  not 
excessive.  In  addition  to  the  various  matters  dealt  with 
in  the  replies  to  individual  students,  which  all  our  cor- 
respondents are  recommended  to  read,  there  have  emerged 
ii:  connection  with  a  number  of  reports  two  points  which, 
wbile  important  and  liable  to  give  rise  to  error,  are  less 
frequently  met  with  than  many  of  thoGe  that  are  tbe  sub- 
jects of  repeated  reference  in  this  column.  The  first  of 
these  points  has  to  do  with  tlie  behaviour  of  a  nitric-acid 
solution  of  the  powder  in  the  test  for  a  phosphate  by 
means  of  ammonium  molybdate.  Several  students  observed 
the  produotion  of  a  blue  colour  on  applying  this  test  and 
were  thereby  led  to  suspect  the  presence  of  a  stannous 
salt,  or  of  some  other  active  reducing  agent.  Others 
apparently  did  not  observe  this.  It  seams  probable  that 
those  of  the  latter  group  had,  by  heating  the  powder  with 
excess  of  nitric  acid,  already  completely  oxidised  the  stan- 
nous salt  present,  so  that  no  reduction  of  the  molybdate 
took  place,  whereas  those  who  noted  the  reducing  effect 
of  the  powder  on  the  molybdate  had  not  carried  out  such 
preliminary  treatment  as  would  oxidise,  or  at  any  rate 
completely  oxidise,  the  stannous  salt.  It  is  to  be  note-d 
that  the  ammonium  molybdate  solution  which  is  suitable 
as  a  reagent  in  testing  for  phosphates  always  contains 
considerable  quantities  of  ammonium  nitrate  and  of  nitric 
acid,  the  latter  of  which  is  liable  to  effect  oxidations.  A 
solution  of  ammonium  molybdate  in  water  only  is  the 
appropriate  reagent  to  use  in  tssting  for  stannous  salts, 
and  that  in  solutions  which  should  not  be  more  than 
slightly  acid  with  hydrochloric  or  other  non-oxidising  acid. 

The  other  point — one  of  very  considerable  importance 
in  the  present  analysis,  and  on©  which  seldom  receives  the 
amount,  of  care  and  attention  that  it  requires — is  tlie  treat- 
ment of  the  sodium  carbonate  extract  which  is  to  be  tested 
for  acidic  radicals,  in  those  cases  where  one  or  more  of 
the  metallic  radicals  present  in  the  original  substance  is 
only  partially  eliminated  by  the  oparations  of  boiling  with 
water  and  sodium  carbonate  and  filtering.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  in  this  analysis  the  sodium  carbonate  extract  con- 
tained both  lead  and  tin  in  solution,  since  neither  the  lead 
of  the  lead  chloride  nor  the  tin  of  the  stannous  chloride 
was  completely  converted  into  a  compound  insoluble  in 
water  and  separable  by  filtration.  It  was  the  presence  of 
on©  or  other  (or  both)  of  these  metallic  radicals  which 
caused  the  ooourrence  of  reactions  that  led  a  few  students 
to  draw  incorrect  conclusions  as  to  the  supposed  presence 


of  oxalate  and  phosphate.  Th©  facts  here  referred  to 
illustrate  one  of  the  shortcomings  of  the  method  so  com- 
monly _  used  in  testing  for  acidic  radicals.  Wben  the 
metallic  radicals  occasion  difficulties,  some  assistance  may 
at  times  be  obtained  by  separating  from  th©  slightly  acidi- 
fied sodium  carbonate  extract  any  lead,  copper,  antimony, 
tin,  etc.,  which  may  be  present  by  means  of  hydrogen 
sulphide  and  filtering,  before  applying  tests  for  acidic 
radicals,  but  this  treatment  is  of  limited  applicability. 
We  commend  this  whole  matter  to  t,he  attention  of  all  our 
correspondents,  and  advise  them  to  try  for  themselves  a 
few  simple  experiments  in  order  to  see  how,  for  example, 
from  lead  chloride  or  stannous  chloride,  a  sodium  carbon- 
ate extract  may  be  obtained  which,  on  acidificatiMi  and 
treatment  with  hydrogen  sulphide  yields  a  well-marked 
precipitate  of  th©  corresponding  sulphide. 

A  few ,  students  endeavoured  to  ascertain  whether  the 
tin  was  present  as  a  stannous  or  as  a  stannic  salt.  In 
reality  it  was  present  in  both  forms.

R.  H.  Fawcett.—  The  darkening  of  the  powder  which 
you  noted  was  not  due  to  oxidation,  but  to  th©  access 
to  it  of  traces  of  hydrogen  sulphide.  Lead  sulphide  in 
small  quantity  was  certain  to  be  present  in  the  hydrogen 
sulphide  precipitate  if  the  precipitation  was  complete, 
since  lead  chloride  is  appreciably  soluble  in  water  and 
in  dilute  acid,  and  some  would  accompany  the  bismuth 
and  stannous  chlorides  in  the  filtrate  from  Group  I. 

N.  S.  Bold. — You  are  under  some  misapprehension 
regarding  "  -ous  "  and  "  ic  "  salts  of  lead,  sine©  no 
such  distinction  arises  in  connection  with  lead  in  Groups 
I  and  II.  You  should  get  your  ideas  clarified  regarding 
this  matter.    Read  also  the  reply  immediatelv  preceding. 

Aero. — On  repeating  your  test  for  an  oxalate,  con- 
firmation of  the  presence  of  a  trace  was  not  obtained. 

Harco. — The  non-production  of  a  blue  colour  on  heat- 
ing a  solution  of  the  powder  with  excess  of  ammonium 
molybdate  could  not,  in  presence  of  nitric  acid,  be 
accepted  as  proving  the  absence  of  reducing  agents  from 
the  original  substance.    See  the  general  remarks. 

Vacuum. — A  trace  of  a  sulphate  was  not  present,  so 
that  the  indication  you  obtained  must  have  been  due 
to  introduced  impurity.  The  greater  part  of  the  powder 
dissolved  in  boiling  water. 

Serer. — The  sodium  carbonate  extract  contained  some 
lead,  and  it  was  this  which  gave  the  precipitate  with 
magnesia  mixture  (containing  magnesium  sulphate)  that 
you  supposed  to  indicate  the  presence  of  a  phosphate. 
The  precipitate  really  consisted  of  lead  sulphate.  Mag- 
nesia mixture  is  best  prepared  from  magnesium  chloride. 
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•which  could  not,  under  such  conditions,  give  a  precipitate 
of  lead  sulphate. 

Erin. — If,  as  appears  from  your  report,  you  dissolved 
the  reprecipitated  stannic  sulphide  in  hydrochloric  acid 
and  then  tested  portions  of  the  solution  with  mercuric 
chloride  and  with  ammonium  molybdate  without  having 
reduced  the  stannic  chlorid*  to  stannous,  it  would  not 
be  possible  to  obtain  the  white  (turning  grey)  precipitate 
with  the  finst  reagent,  or  the  blue  coloration  with  the 
second.  You  cannot  make  the  colour  of  potassium 
chromate  solution  diisappear  by  adding  ammonia,  but  the 
orange  colour  of  potassium  dichromate  will  give  place  to 
the  yellow  colour  of  the  chromate  on  adding  excess  of 
ammonia. 

Rea. — Since  the  procedure  as  described  in  your  report 
appears  to  have  been  -correct,  it  is  not  clear  why  you 
failed  to  obtain  evidence  of  the  presence  of  stannic 
sulphide  in  the  arsenic-group  precipitate. 

Vevax. — W-e  incline  to  attribute  the  indication  of  a 
traoe  of  barium  which  you  report  to  traces  of  lead  which 
may  havie  escaped  precipitation  at  the  proper  stage. 
Traces  of  a  citrate  or  other  organic  .salt  were  not  present. 

Opiatb.— A  borate  was  not  present.  Read  the  first 
sentence  of  the  first  reply,  above ;  also  the  reply  to 
"  Rea." 

Sykupus. — As  full  credit  as  possible  has  been  given 
foi-  your  dsalings  with  the  question  of  the  presence  or 
absence  of  tin. 

Aquila. — You  report  that  the  evolution  of  water  was 
not  observed.  In  testing  for  water,  use  a  small  dry 
tube,  heat  very  gently  and  only  at  the  part  where  the 
sample  lies,  and  close  the  mouth  of  the  tube  lightly  with 
the  thumb.  Few  solid  substanc?s.  tested  in  this  way, 
will  fail  to  yield  at  least  minute  water  drops  in  the 
cool  part  of  the  tube,  due  to  hygroscopic  moisture,  even 
when  the  substance  doss  not  contain  water  of  cr.ystalliisa- 
tion  or  give  off  water  owing  to  decomposition.  Oi'iginally 
present  mainly  as  stannous  salt,  the  powder  as  distributed 
contained  part  of  its  tin  as  a  stannic  compound,  o wing- 
to  oxidation. 

Aspirin  and  Aniline. — Although  abundance  of  lead 
was  present,  it  was  not  in  the  form  of  ^(cetate,  and  the 
numerous  tests  for  an  acetate  which  you  applied  must 
have  given  negative  results  or  results  regarding  which 
you  permitted  yourselves  to  be  led  astray  by  preconceived 
ideas. 

Becky. — ^You  should  practise  upon  a  known  mixture 
of  lead,  bismuth,  and  stannous  salts  until  you  can 
separate  and  detect  with  certainty  the  presence  of  each. 
You  are  mistaken  in  supposing  that  lead  sulphate  is 
insoluble  in  acids,  since  it  dissolves  to  a  quite  consider- 
able extent  in  boiling  moderately  concentrated  hydro- 
chloric acid.    The  powder  did  not  contain  a  tartrate. 

B.  H.  F. — The  white  fumes  you  observed  when  heating 
the  powder  on  charcoal,  and  attributed  to  arsenious 
oxide,  no  doubt  consisted  mainly  of  lead  chloride,  which 
is  volatile  at  an  elevated  temperature.

(Councillor  H.  Simpson),  Councillor  J.  Mantle  Hubbard 
(Daputy-M.aycr),  Mr.  E.  M.  Mellor  (Uttoxeter),  Mr.  H. 
Capriles,  and  others.  After  the  loyal  toast,  Mr.  A.  E. 
Marsh  submitted  the  toast  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain."  He  referred  at  length  to 
the  drafting  of  the  new  by-laws  regarding  the  entrance 
examinations  to  the  profession,  and  to  the  establishment 
of  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Pharmacy.  There  was  a 
great  field  of  work  lying  between  the  medical  profession 
and  the  work  of  the  chemist.  It  would  not  be  under- 
taken by  the  medical  profession,  and  if  the  chemists  did 
not  start  soon  it  would  be  taken  over  by  someone  else. 
It  would  be  folly  to  neglect  the  work  in  this  sphere. 
There  was  much  which  could  be  developed  on  the 
general  pharmaceutical  side  of  pharmacy.  The  Society 
muist  have  Parliamentary  representation,  even  if  they  had 
to  pay  a  retaining  fee.  (Laughter.)  They  must  see 
that  they  had  men  who  had  the  ear  of  the  Government, 
who  could  influence  the  Government  on  their  behalf. 
He  paid  a  tribute  to  Mr.  Sargeant,  who,  replying, 
said  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  doing  more 
for  pharmacy  than  any  other  society  was  doing  in  other 
spheres.  He  referred  to  its  various  activities,  including 
National  Health  Insurance,  and  the  international  com- 
mission dealing  with  heroin  and  opium.  He  com- 
mentsd  on  the  new  by-laws,  the  Preliminary  examina- 
tion, and  the  London  University  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Pharmacy.  He  referred  also  to  the  attempts  of  "  petti- 
fogging "  people  in  the  North  of  London  to  frustrate 
the  passing  of  these  new  by-laws.  Mr.  F.  H.  Clarke 
proposed  the  toast  of  "  The  Civic  Authorities."  The 
Mayor,  in  response,  remarked  that  Mr.  Sargeant  should 
go  on  the  Leicester  City  Council  and  promote  a  street 
scheme  and  listen  to  all  the  nice  things  which  would 
be  said  about  him.  (Laughter.)  He  found  that  some 
people  were  now  contemplating  putting  his  (the  speaker's) 
head  on  a  charger  and  taking  it  to  Parliament  for  what 
he  had  done.

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Western  Pharmacists* 
Association 

A  MEEi'iNG  of  the  Western  Pliarmacists'  Associa- 
tion was  held  at  192  Oxford  Street,  W.,  on  Feb- 
ruary 11,  the  President  (Mr.  C.  A.  Nohle)  in  the  chair. 
A  discussion  was  opened  by  Mr.  B.  R.  Wilkinson  on 
The  Effect  of  Branded  Goods  in  Business.  Mr.  Will^in- 
son  divided  the  goods  referred  to  in  this  title  into  patent 
medicines,  pseud*)-proprietaries,  perfumery,  and  other 
proprietaries.  In  the  third  class,  the  speaker  instanced 
a  toilet  powder  of  which  there  are  twenfy-one  boxes  in 
one  perfume.  In  the  last  class  he  included  brushware, 
hot-water  bottles,  dressings,  and  packed  pharmaceuticals. 
Packed  goods,  Mr.  Wilkinson  suggested,  cost  the  invoice 
price  plus  a  small,  but  ever-increasing,  fraction  of  the 
seller's  goodwill.  If,  however,  a  packet  was  linked  to 
any  one  shop,  the  customer  must  return  to  that  shop  for 
more.  Mr.  Cofman  (Bloomsbury)  feared  that  the  case 
was  worse  than  Mr.  Wilkinson  thought.  Mr.  Marns 
(Ealing)  expressed  the  view  that  branded  goods  have 
come  to  stay.  In  the  case  of  a  well-advertised  brand  of 
malt  and  oil,  the  retailer  benefited  by  the  goodwill  of 
the  proprietor  and  vice  versa,  and  a  better  price  could 
be  obtained  for  a  branded  article  than  for  a  nondescript 
one.  This  question  of  the  increasing  number  of  proprie- 
taries would  have  to  be  faced.  Pressure  should  be  brought 
to  bear  on  manufacturers  to  cut  out  poor  sellers  and  to 
concentrate  on  the  others.  Mr.  Shirtliff,  Mr.  Barrett  and 
the  President  also  contributed  briefly  to  the  discussion, 
and  Mr.  Wilkinson  replied.  It  was  resolved,  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Shirtliff,  that  the  -question  of  branded 
pharmaceutical  chemicals  and  drugs  be  I'eferred  to  the 
r'orthcoming  conference  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union 
for  consideration.  Mr.  J.  W.  Roberts,  secretary  of  the 
Chemists'  Dental  Association,  next  addressed  the  meeting 
on  Pharm-acists  on  Public  Bodies.  Practically  ail  the 
government  of  this  country,  with  the  exception  of  Par- 
liamentary work,  Mr.  Roberts  pointed  out,  is  done  by 
voluntary  effort.  The  cost  of  elecfion  to  a  local  body 
was  not  much.  There  was  plenty  of  scope  for  trained 
business  men — e.g.,  in  safeguarding  public_ expenditure. 
The  purchase  of  drugs  should  be  watched  by  a  pharma- 
cist, and  he  could  suggest  what  articles  should  be  tested 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  No  medical 
officer  was  likely  to  make  untrue  statements  concerning 
a  hody  represented  on  a  council  that  employed  him. 
Four  members  or  ex-memhers  of  public  bodies — Messrs. 
Atkin,  Barrett,  J.  T.  Lloyd  and  Arthur  Mortimer— 
6m,phasised  or  supplemented  points  in  Mr.  Roberts's 
address.  Mr.  Mortimer  mentioned  the  fact  that  in  Harro- 
gate, throtrghout  the  duration  of  the  Profiteering  Aets, 
there  had  not  been  a  single  case  of  profiteering  by  phar- 
macists brought  before  the  Committee.  Pharmacists,  he 
added,  carry  more  weight  in  public  life  than  medical 
men.  Phannacy  Sennce  and  the  Value  of  Chemists' 
Time  was  then  introduced  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Evans  (Ham- 
mersmith). The  oh'ef  points  of  Mr.  Evans's  paper  were 
that  a  pharmacy  should  not  resemble  a  grocer's  shop, 
and  that  chemi.sts  should  make  a  definite  stand  on  such 
matters  as  first-aid,  a  registration  fee  for  the  sale  of 
Part  I  poisons,  dispensing  charges,  and  long  hours. 
Messrs.  Atkin,  Falding  and  Barrett  took  up  the  question 
of  prices  for  dispensing,  particularly  the  attitude  of  some 
memihers  of  the  public  in  "  bating  the  chemist.  Mr. 
Falding  remarked  that  he  used  tlieY".  <£•  D.  Retail  Price 
List  as  being  the  simplest  to  work  by,  and  when  told 
that  he  was  dear,  stuck  to  his  price.  "  We  don't  seem 
to  be  adhering  to  these  list  prices,"  he  suggested,  "  and 
it  IS  up  to  us  all  to  adopt  a  firm  attitude."  The  last 
topic  of  the  evening,  W.P.A.  Meefinqs  and  How  to 
Increase  the  Attendance,  was  introduced  by  the  Presi- 
dent. Varioas  suggestions  were  made,  and  it  was 
announced  that  these  would  be  considered  by  the  Com- 
mittee.

Executive  Meeting 

In  conjunction  with  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association, 
Ltd.  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union  was  held  at  19  Tavistock  Square,  London,  on 
January  27.  Mr.  A.  R.  J^elhuish  was  in  the  chair,  and 
there  were  also  present  Messrs.  Clubb,  Forster,  French, 
Gilleg-han,  Hague,  Hardy,  Jackson  Keith,  Marshall, 
Martin,  Phillips,  Rowsell,  Scholes,  Smalley,  Tranmer  and 
Young. 

It  was  decided  that  a  larger  reserve  fund  should  be 
provided  for  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association,  Ltd.,  on 
account  of  the  increased  responsibilities.  Steps  will  be 
taken  at  the  annual  meeting  to  alter  Rule  22,  which  deals 
with  this  matter. 

The  R.P.U.  decided  that  a  National  Health  Insurance 
Conference  of  representatives  from  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees be  held  on  March  25,  and  a  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union  Conference  of  representatives  from  branches  be 
held  on  March  26.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  R.P.U. 
was  fixed  for  March  25.  The  following  subjects  were 
then  discussed : — Saie  01  poisons  to  unqualified  vendors ; 
Government  inquiry  into  food  prices ;  Metropolitan  organi- 
sation;  representation  on  the  P.A.T.A.  ;  advertising 
methods ;  veronal  regulations. 

The  executive  decided  to  watch  carefully  the  sale  of 
poisons  to  unqualified  vendors,  and  take  action  when  a 
suitable  opportunity  presented  itself.  Regarding  the 
Government  inquii-y  into  food  prices  and  the  effect  of 
rents  upon  a  trader's  profit,  it  was  decided  to  take  no 
action.  Metropolitan  organisation  was  considered,  and  it 
was  decided  to  await  a  report  from  the  Metropolitan  Group 
Executive.  In  regard  to  representation  on  the  P.A.T.A., 
Mr.  Keith,  as  President  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  undertook  to 
obtain  permission  to  report  fully  to  the  executive  of  the 
R.P.U.  the  iproceedings  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  it  was  agreed 
that  so  long  as  there  are  at  least  four  representatives  of 
the  R.P.U.  on  the  P.A.T.A.  executive  no  further  action 
need  be  taken  in  regard  to  the  representation  on  the 
retail  section.  The  secretary  was  instructed  to  write  to 
Messrs.  Newbery  pointing  put  some  unsatisfactory  features 
connected  with  the  "  Vick  "  advertising.  On  a  report 
from  the  secretary  regarding  the  proposal  to  bring  veronal 
and  barbituric  acid  derivatives  within  the  purview  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  it  was  decided  that  every  effort 
should  be  made  to  resist  this  proposal,  and  the  secretary 
was  instructed  to  take  the  necessary  action  when  required. 

Among  other  matters  dealt  with  were  the  negotiations 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  to  the  dispensing  testing 
scheme  and  a  list  of  special  drugs  for  Wales.  Examina- 
tions are  to  be  held  on  the  conclusion  of  the  business 
course,  and  a  manufacturers'  scheme  of  extra  discount 
to  chemists  who  stock  proprietaries  in  advance  of 
advertising  was  rejected  after  discussion.

The  lecturer  at  the  meeting  of  the  British  Archaeo- 
logical Association  in  London  on  February  5  was  Mr. 
William  Wyatt,  Ph.C,  F.R.M.S.,  whose  subject  was 
"  Some  Recent  Excavations  at  Cockersand  Abbey,  Lanca- 
shire." With  the  aid  of  a  series  of  excellent  lantern 
slides,  together  with  plans  and  photographs,  Mr.  Wyatt 
set  forth  in  lucid  terms  the  history  of  a  monastic  estab- 
lishment dating  from  the  twelfth  century,  and  founded 
by  a  holy  man  revered  for  his  skill  in  medicine.  On 
account  of  the  accretions  of  soil  that  have  taken  place 
sim:e  the  dissolution  of  such  communitias  by  Henry  VIII, 
the  work  of  excavation  ha.s  involved  considerable  labour 
and  expense — to  say  nothing  of  the  ingenuity  with  which, 
working  from  the  chapter  house,  the  only  important 
portion  of  the  ruins  above  ground,  local  archaeologists 
have  delved  in  the  mcst  likely  spots.  Tlie  former 
existence  of  an  elaborate  structure,  with  ornamentation 
pointing  to"  locally  evolved  craftsma.nship  and  with  a 
remarkable  system  of  drainage,  has  already  been  ascer- 
tained :  but  many  problems  remain  to  be  solved.  An 
unusual  feature  of  the  outdoor  views  was  the  marked 
curvature  of  the  trees,  due  to  the  force  of  repeated 
south-westerly  gales.  Mr.  Wyatt's  enthusiasm  oommu- 
nicdted,  itself  t,o  his  audience,  and  he  was  cordially 
thanked  at  the  close  of  the  lecture.

Street,  W.l,  aged  seventy 
nine.  Sir  Anderson 
Critchett  was  the  eldest 
son  of  a  well-known  oph- 
thalmic surgeon,  and 
brother  of  Mr.  R.  C. 
Carton,  the  playwright. 
After  being  educated  at 
Harrow  and  Cambridge, 
he  was  admitted  a  mem- 
ber cf  the  Royal  College 
of  Surgeons  of  England 
in  1872.  From  the  outset 
of  his  career  he  decided 
to  specialise  in  diseases 
of  the  eye;  gifted  with 
a  brilliant  personality,  in 
addition  to.  a  rare  degree 
of  skill  in  operating,  he 
became  and  remained  the 
acknowledged  head  of  the 
small  group  of  eye  sur- 
gsons  practising  in  the  West  End.  In  1901  his  eminence 
was  recognised  b.y  his  appointment  as  Surgeon  Ocul'ist 
to  Kincr  Edward  VII,  and  in  the  same  year  he  received 
a  knighthood  ;  seven  years  later  a  baronetcy  was  con- 
ferred upon  him,  and  the  further  distinction  of  K.C.V.O. 
was  bestowed  in  1919.  Sir  Anderson  Critchett  was  the 
first  President  of  the  Council  of  British  Ophthalmolo- 
gists, and  occupied  the  chair  at  many  important  medical 
conferences.

had  further  laboratory  experience  under  the  late  Mr. 
Charles  Umney.  The  Minor  examination  was  passed 
in  1867,  and  Mr.  Idris  continued  his  science  studies  at 
classes  conducted  by  Dr.  H.  E.  Armstrong.  In  187] 
he  purchased  a  buisiness  in  Seven  Sisters  Road,  N.  ;  he 
retained  an  interest  in  this  and  another  retail  business 
till  1893.  Mr.  Idris  had  not  been  established  more  than 
two  years  when,  during  a  holiday  in  Paris,  he  was 
struck  by  an  improved  form  of  aerated  water  syphon  ; 
by  giving  a  large  order  he  secured  the  rights  for  England, 
and  commenced  to  manufacture  the  waters  at  his  phar- 
macy. In-  the  course  of  twenty  years  this  side-line 
had  overshadowed  the  original  retail*  business,  and  a 
limited  company  was  formed  (more  than  one  removal  to 
larger  premises  having  taken  place  meanwhile)  with  an 
original  capital — since  augmented — of  £100,000.  (A  de- 
tailed history  of  the  rise  of  the  business  was  given  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  II.  1903,  p.  145.)  From 
this  time  Mr.  Idris,  who  in  1893  had  adopted  the  new- 
surname  by  deed  poll,  took  an  increaising  pai-t  in  public 
work.  He  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the 
London  County  Council,  on  which  he  sat  for  seventeen 
years,  and  did  valuable  committee  wqrk,  particularly  in 
Connection  with  the  water  supply.  In  1903-04  he  "was 
Mayor  of  St.  Pancras  ;  he  was  also  a  freeman  of  the  City 
erf  London  and  a  member  ef  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry.  .  The  year  of  his  mayoralty  found  him  Presi- 
dent of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  the  chair 
of  which  he  filled  in  1903  and  1904,  delivering  two 
thoughtful  addresses.  The  former  of  these  included 
Eome  pointed  remarks  on  dispensing  errors  in  doctors' 
surgeries  and  in  public  institutions,  with  illustrative 
examples' ;  the  latter  made  special  reference  to  the 
cihemistiy  of  essential  oils,  a  subject  on  which  Mr.  Idris 
was  an  ackno-'vledged  expert  and  a  contributor  of  papers 
to  previous  meetings  of  the  Conference.  His  popularity 
was  further  evidenced  by  his  presidency,  at  different 


times,  of  the  London  Chemists'  Association  and  the 
Public  Pharmacists'  Astsociation.  In  1906  he  entered 
Parliament  as  member  for  Flint  Boroughs,  and  a  pre- 
sentation portrait  of  him  was  hung  in  St.  Pancras  Town 
Hall.  The  next  few  years  were  important  ones  for 
pharmacy  in  a  legislative  sense,  and  Mr.  Idris  took  a 
prominent  part  in  the  negotiations  leading  up  to  the 
pa.seing  of  the  Poisons-  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  He 
was  one  of  a  deputation  representing  pharmacy,  law  and 
medicine  that  interviewed  the  Earl  of  Crewe,  at  that 
time  Colonial  Secretary,  on  July  3,  1908,  I'especting 
certain  objectionable  clauses  of  the  Bill  as  it  stood ; 
in  the  following  April  he,  together  with  Sir  (then  ivir.) 
Richard  Winfrey,  was  entertained  at  a  complimentary 
dinner  by  the  London  Chemists'  Association.  An  acci- 
dent sustained  while  visiting  his  constituents  impaired 
his  health  for  some  time,  and  he  retired  from  Parlia- 
ment at  the  general  election  of  January  1910.  He  main- 
tained his  interest  in  many  forms  of  public  activity, 
however,  and  was  a  director  of  the  First  Garden  City, 
Ltd.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Idris,  who  celebrated  their  golden 
wedding  in  1923.  had  a  family  of  five  sons  and  a 
daughter ;  two  of  the  sons,  Mr.  W.  T,  W.  Idris  and 
Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  passed  the  Oualifying  examination 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  funeral  will  take 
place  at  Pembroke  Dock  Cemetery  on  February  17 ;  it  is 
requested  that  no  flowers  be  sent. 

"  I  doubt  very  much,"  writc'S  our  Parliamenitai-y  corres- 
pondent, "  Whether  the  late  Mr.  Idris,  even  to  ths  day  of 
his  death,  ever  quite  forgot  the  very  unx^'e-asiant  exprjrienoe 
to  which  he  was  subj  ected  at  I  he  hands  of  one  of  the  most 
bellicose  of  'the  suffragettes  at  a  time  when  the  movement 
was  at  iti3  height  some  years  ago.  One  evening  he  was 
-sent  for  to  the  outer  lobby  by  one  of  these  women,  wlio 
handed  in  her  card.  Then  he  escorted  her  to  what  was 
known  at  tiha.t  'time  as  the  peephole — a  tiny  \\inidow  n&xt 
the  door  of  the  chamber  wliich  commanded  an  excellent 
view  of  the  interior.  In  a  moment,  when  hiis  attention  was 
diverted,  she  bolted  through  the  swing  doors  and  thence  up 
the  floor  of  the  chamber,  scandalising  evcrj'one  as  she 
pur.suod  her  mad  caireer.  Mr.  Idris  was  much  criticised 
at  the  itime  for  the  faith  \\hich  he  had  placed  in  the 
promise  of  his  visitor  not  to  create  a  disturbance,  as  the 
card  which  she  handed  in  bore  the  namd  of  one  of  the  most 
militant  of  all  the  sufl:ragettes,  together  with  the  address  of 
their  headquarters."

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 

It  was  a  Pyrrhic  Victory 

that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council  won  at  the  general  meeting  of  last  week.  They 
carried  their  point — it  might  almost  be  said  by  their  own 
votes  and  those  of  officials  of  the  Society— against  the  vir- 
tually solid  opposition  of  all  the  non-official  speakers,  and 
greatly  helped  by  the  decision  sprung  upon  the  meeting 
that  no  amendment  and  no  motion  for  adjournment  could 
be  proposed.  Under  what  law  this  is  made  impossible 
I  do  not  know;  there  is  apparently  nothing  in  the 
Charter  nor  the  Act  of  1852  that  makes  it  so.,  and  it  is 
to  the  credit  of  the  opposition  that  they  accepted  the 
President's  ruling  so  quietly.  Their  case  was  overwhelm- 
ing; it  was  admitted  even  by  the  supporters  of  the 
Council  that  the  by-laws  were  not  generally  understood, 
and  Mr.  Jenkin's  statement  that  if  there  were  -any  mis- 
apprehension the  fault  was  the  Council's  own  was  not 
even  questioned.  It  was,  however,  questioned,  with  some 
:show  of  reason,  whether  the  majority  of  the  Council 
themselves  understood  the  by-laws.  The  excuses  put  for- 
ward for  thus  rushing  them  through  were  so  patently 
absurd  that  one  cannot  wonder  they  were  not  accepted 
as  sincere.  A  providential  want  of  time  prevented  even 
an  answer  being  given  to  some  of  the  questions  put,  not 
to  speak  of  discussion  of  them.  So  far  as  the  expression 
of  the  Society's  mind  in  the  decision  arrived  at  goes,  the 
meeting  was  in  fact,  as  I  foretold  it  would  be,  a  farce. 
It  recalls  painfully  another  similar  meeting  on  a  question 
of  by-laws,  and  '  was  an  equal  proof  of  the  Council's 
disregard  for  the  opinion  of  the  trade  at  large. 

Descending  to  Particulars, 

two  or  three  salient  points 
present  themselves.  The  President  wasted  a  good  deal 
of  time  over  a  matter — the  decision  of  the  Council  with 
regard  to  the  Qualifying  examination  announced  in 
October— which  was  totally  irrelevant,  and  he  was  ex- 
ceedingly obscure  as  to  the  future  position  of  the  chemist 
and  druggist.  "  Concessions  "  will  (he  said)  he  made-  to 
such  as  desire  to  become  pharmaceutical  chemists;  but  he 
did  not  say  how  this  can  be  done  so  as  to  circumvent  the 
new  by-laws,  though  leaving  us  to  suppose  that  this 
would  be  done  in  some  way.  He  also  intimated  that  a 
concession  of  the  title  "  chemist  and  druggist "  would 
be  made  to  such  candidates  for  the  Major  as  reached  a 
certain  standard  though  failing  to  pass.  Neither  of  these 
points  seems  to  have  been  remarked  upon  by  the  subse- 
quent speakers;  but,  indeed,  as  Mr.  Jenkin  .said,  there 
was  no  time  to  consider  any  new  explanations.  Mr. 
Jenkin  made  a  very  able  speech,  which  must  have  been 
to  a  great  extent  impromptu;  but  it  would,  I  think, 
have  been  better  policy  to  have  made  none.  He  and  his 
supporters  ought  to  have  declined  all  discussion  (since 
effective  discussion  was  obviously  impossible)  and  lef^ 
the  meeting  when  their  announced  amendment  was  re- 
fused a  hearing.  They  were  there  neither  to  pass  the 
laws  nor  reject  them,  but  to  secure  a  farther  considera- 
tion of  them. 

The  Discussion, 

as  was  natural  in  the  circumstances,  ran  into 
some  irrelevances.  Mr.  Cofman-Nicoresti's  call  on  mem- 
bers to  show  themselves  the  master.s  of  the  Society  was 
relevant  enough,  but  it  proved  abortive;  the  result  only 
showed  us  that  we  are  the  slaves  of  the  machine.  Mr. 
Mallinson's  complaint  that  the  meeting  had  dealt  with 
the  method  of  presenting  the  by-laws  rather  than  with 
the  by-laws  themselves  was  singularly  inept,  since  the 
President  had  barred  all  amendments  and  the  only  ques- 
tion was  whether  sufficient  time  for  considering  them  to 
justify  the  demand  for  an  instant  decision  had  been 
allowed.  The  weakness  of  the  President's  throat  threw 
the  onus  of  replying  to  the  debate  on  the  secretary',  and 
this  probably  saved  the  Council  from  defeat.  Sir  William 
is  a  practised  debater,  and  his  speech  was  a  masterpiece, 
dealing  adroitly  with  ooints  on  which  a  plausible  reply 
■was  possible  and  avoiding  others.    But  though  it  is  im- 


possible not  to  admire  the  speaker's  cleverness,  we  must 
regret  to  see  one  to  whom  we  owe  so  much  doing  his 
best  to  cancel  our  debt  for  former  services.  He  was 
right  on  one  point :  it  is  to  be  hoped  such  meetings  will 
be  rare  in  future.  A  local  gathering  of  this  kind — and 
apart  from  the  attendance  of  the  Council  it  was  little 
more — is  very  well  for  discussing  matters  of  policy,  but 
not  for  deciding  them.  For  that  they  are  out  of  date. 
What  we  should  have  for  that  purpose  is  a  meeting  of 
delegates. 

The  Opposition  to  the  By-Laws, 

however,  has  not  been 
without  effect.  The  regulations,  we  may  safely  infer, 
will  be  somewhat  different  from  what  they  would  have 
been  without  it ;  the  concessions  foreshadowed  by  the 
President  are  proof  enough  of  that.  The  "  rabbits,"  so 
far  from  scuttling  into  their  lioles  when  confronted  lay 
"  a  man,''  have  forced  a  whole  Council  to  moderate  to 
some  extent  its  first  proposals.  This  is  so  much  -to 
the-  good,  and  the  prospect  of  having  to  face  Wednesday's 
meeting  has  no  doubt  contributed  to  the  result.  Possibly 
the  submission  of  the  regulations  for  consideration  by  the 
branches  may  be  due  to  the  same  cause ;  and  it  is  at 
least  unlikely  that  in  any  future  similar  crisis  the  branches 
will  be  ignored  as  they  have  been  on  this  occasion.  As 
for  the  regulations  themselves,  we  must  leave  them  for 
criticism  till  they  appear ;  but  it  is  just  possible  they 
may  be  such  as  to  reconcile  us  to  the  by-laws.  If  so, 
the  credit  will  be  primarily  due,  not  to  the  Council,  but 
to  its  critics.  That  the  laws  have  good  features  and  were 
well  intended,  I,  for  one,  have  always  maintained. 

Mr.  Simmons 

made  a  curious  defence,  in  his  speech  at 
Manchester,  of  the  increase  in  fees  under  the  new  by- 
laws. He  isaid  the  increase  would  compensate  the 
Society  for  the  protection  it  gives  to  the  scores  of 
qualified  persons  who  are  not  membens  of  the  Society. 
Eut  the  Society  can  afford  to  do  it,  for  it  benefits  in 
many  ways  by  the  fees  these  non-members  pay  for 
examination,  which  is  not  the  case,  except  very  indirectly 
(if  -at  all),  with  the  individual  pharmacist.  Unless  dt 
can  be  ishown  that  it  iis  impossible  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  Society  without  increasing  the  fees  (and  I  have 
not  seen  that  proved  or  even  contended),  the  increase 
is  indefensible.  For  the  rest,  Mr.  Simmons's  speecli 
was  admirably  fair  and  reasonable.  He  admitted  the 
unfairness  of  deciding  the  by-law  question  by  isuch  a 
meeting  as  laist  week's,  and  rightly  emphasised  what  is 
the  strong  point  in  the  Council's  case — that  it  is  an 
honest  attempt  to  make  the  Major  examination  of  some 
practical  value.    [See  also  p.  246. — Ediu-qe.] 

The  Derivation  of  "  Calomel  " 

suggested  by  the  late  Mr. 
Groves  and  reproduced  in  your  "  Retrospect  "  of 
January  31  has  not  been  accepted  by  later  writers 
(though  Wootton  regards  it  as  plausible),  and  the  ques- 
tion remains  open.  The  obvious  reply  to  Mr.  Groves  is 
that  since  it  is  the  Latin  form  Caloindas  we  have  to 
account  for,  it  is  strange  that  if  the  laist  half  of  this 
is  from  the  Greek  mcli  it  comes  to  be  malax.  Kalos  nielas 
is  no  doubt  difficult  to  account  for.  as  it  has  no  very 
obvious  meaning  as  applied  to  this  drug,  but  the  same 
may  be  said  of  kaloiii  mdi,  ingenious  as  is  the  explana- 
tion given  of  it  by  Mr.  Groves  and  "  W.  R.,"  your 
anonymous  correspondent  t)f  1874,  whose  question  called 
forth  Mr.  Groves's  communication.  There  is  an  evident 
appropriateness  in  all  the  older  names  for  calomel,  for 
they  all  refer  explicitly  to  the  sublimate  of  which  it 
was  regarded  as  a  duleified  form  ;  but  this  does  not.  So, 
uncertain  both  in  origin  and  meaning  as  it  is,  we  must, 
I  am  afraid,  accept  Kalos  mcJas  as  still  in  possession 
of  the  field.  There  seems  to  be  no  proof  that  it  originated 
with  Sir  Theodore  Mayerne ;  Littre  calls  it  "  ancien 
nom." 

The  merchandise  committee  of  the  Drapers'  Chamber 
of  Trade  has  reported  unfavourably  on  a  proposal  to 
adopt  the  term  "  Rayon  "  for  artificial  silk  fabrics.

Editorial  Articles 

.    The  By-Laws  and  After 

A  coniiESPONDENT  points  out  that  althougli  the  new  by- 
laws of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  were  passed  last 
week  by  a  majority  of  thirty  membens,  this  number 
is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  councillors  and 
officials  of  the  Society  voted  for  the  adoption.  These 
members  are,  of  course,  entitled  to  do  so,  but  we  had 
the  impression  that  on  such  occasions  the  councillors 
generally  left  the  decision  on  the  result  of  their  delibera- 
tions to  the  members  assembled  in  general  meeting* 
Those  who  disputed  the  acceptance  can  therefore  justi- 
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•fiaJbly     claim     a    moral    victory    for     the  principles 
■aa-vocated.      We    liave    also    heard    many  comments 
on    the    way    the    members    on    the    platform  in- 
terrupted   the    speakers ;    perhaps    this    is  accounted 
ior     by    a     desire     to     prevent     their  constituents 
-from  arriving  at  wrong  conclusions.      The  President's 
e:xpositioii  seems  to  have  been  based  on  the  regulations 
-which  the  audience  had  not  seen,  and  the  favouritism 
accorded  to  the  one  speaker  who  was  in  favour  of  the 
ifcy-laws  was  properly  resented  by  the  meeting.     It  was 
not  clear  to  the  audience  how  completely  the  Council 
ha^  changed  its  attitude  over  the  by-laws  since  they 
were  read  a,  first  time  in  December.     We  pointed  out 
then  that  an  exposition,  if  made  at  all,  should  be  made 
on  the  occasion  of  the  first  reading,  and  it  was  the 
act  of   ignoring  the  members'    desire    for  knowledge 
which  produced  most  of   the  opposition.      A  genuine 
feeling  was  abroad  that  the  Council,  in  order  to  secure 
a  degree  in  pharmacy,  had  given  away  a  large  measure 
of  the  control  of  the  Pharmaceutical  qualification  under 
the  Act  of  1852.    The  meagre  2,0CO  hours  and  examina- 
tion in  forensic  pharmacy  appeared  too  small  to  retain 
a  hold  on  the  qualification,  while  placing  the  examiners 
of   the    Univensity    on    tlie    Pharmaceutical    Board  is 
merely  a  compliance  with  the  Act  of  Parliament.  It 
must  be  confessed  that  the  secretary  of  the  Society  at 
the  meeting  saved  the  position  in  answering  questions. 
The  action  of  the  Loondon  memljers,  described  by  Mr. 
Jenkin  as  an  "  S.O.S.,"  undoubtedly  secured  the  passage 
of  the  by-laws.     Their  circular  was  not  quite  so  explicit 
as  it  might  have  been,  but  the  attack  was  more  particular 
than  general.    The  points  gained  by  them  were  :  By-laws 
and  regulations  shall  first  be  submitted  to  branches,  then 
there    should    be    a    delegate    meeting    and    a  subse- 
quent meeting  for  ratification.     This  is  a  distinct  gain 
for  goo-d  government  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
the  North  London  members  who  rallied  first  to  Mr. 
Jenkin's  call  to  action  are  to  be  congratulated  on  one 
more  step  in  making  democratic  control  a  reality.  The 
Council  is  now  desirous  of  explaining  the  regulations  in 
detail  at  four  mass  meetings,  which  shows  that  they 
grasp  the  significance  of  the  revolt  against  autocratic 
authority.    The  tentative  regulations  are  printed  in  this 
issue,  and  show  several  points  suitable  for  discussion. 
All  low-standard  entrance  examinations  have  been  dis- 
carded, and  only  matriculations   are    specified.  The 
syllabus  for  the  preliminary  scientific  is  the  old  Part  1 
clarified  a  little  in  organic  chemistry  and  redrafted  in 
liotany.     It  is  the  same  examination  for  all  candidates 
save  those  pasising  through  universities,  and  the  fee  is 
as  at  present  six  guinea/s.    Failure  will  cost  more  than  at 
present,   and   absence  from   the  examination  will  cost 
much  more.    From  this  point  the  pathways  are  the  same 
for  2,000  hours  in  a  chemist's  shop,  when  the  candidate 
intending  to  be  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  will  .pass  to 
college  for  two  academic  years,  the  bours  being  1,440, 
while  if  he  intends  to  be  a  chemist  and  druggist  he 
will  continue  for  another  2,000  hours  in  a  shop  or  recog- 
nised institution,  and  later  take  an  academic  year  of 
720  hours  at  college.    The  chemist  and  druggist  Qualify- 
ing examination,    though    redrafted   in   parts,    is  not 
materially  changed  from  that  now  in  force.    The  pharma- 
ceutical Qualifying  examination  syllabus  is  wholly  recon- 
Btructed,  but  any  pharmaceutical  chemist  of  to-day  should 
have  no  difficulty  in  securing  a  pass.    The  time  allocated 
is  1,440  hours,  and  undoubtedly  will  give  better  academic 
training  which  may,  or  may  not,  juistify  the  charge  that 
pharmaceutical  chemists  are  too  scientific  for  business. 
The  fees  for  both  examinations  are  twelve  guineas,  which 
makes  a  total  of  £21  for  qualification  without  drawback, 
either  for  a  chemist  and  druggist  or  a  pharmaceutical 


chemist.  The  provision  for  passing  from  the  chemist 
and  druggist  to  the  pharmaceutical  chemist  is  not  yet 
quite  clear.  In  theory,  he  should  study  at  college  a 
pro  rata  extra  number  of  hours,  cutting  out  dispensing 
and  forensic  pharmacy.    The  difference  is  : —

The  extent  of  the  examination  is  greater,  but  1,  2  and 
possiblv  3  would  not  have  to  be  passed  again.  The  extra 
period  is  only  what  should  be  necessary  for  the  present 
Major.  Paragraph  13  in  the  regulations  seems  to  be 
ambiguously  worded,  and  needs  explanation.    It  says  :— 

Any  person  who,  having  completed  tbe  period  of  practical 
training  required  by  section  6  (a)  of  the  Regulations  for 
the  Chemist  and  Druggist  Qualifying  examination,  shall 
enter  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Qualifying  examination,  and 
shall  fail  to  pass,  but  shall  reach  a  standard  to  be  decided 
upon  by  the  Council,  .shall  be  awarded  a  certificate  entitling 
to  registration  as  a  chemist  and  druggist,  provided  that, 
unless  he  has  previously  passed  in  Forensic  Pharmacy,  he 
shall  pass  the  examination  in  that  subject. 

It  is  at  this  clause  it  should  be  possible  to  place 
the  passing  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  to  a  pharmaceu- 
tical chemist  on  a  rational  basis,  but  the  above  ought 
to  be  reconstructed.  The  position  of  the  university 
graduate  is  not  ckar  until  the  coui'se  of  study  is  known. 
Presumably  the  Major  course  is  based  on  the  university 
requirements,  and  the  only  difference  is  the  absence  of 
2,0C0  houns  shop  training  and  forensic  pharmacy.  It 
is  a  slender  safeguard  which  may  readily  cause  misgivings 
in  the  future.  Eegulation  10  says  nothing  about  the 
houns  in  an  open  shop,  and  the  only  margin  between 
the  university  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  forensic 
pharmacy.  There  is  no  mention  of  fees  for  this  examina- 
tion, though  registration  means  two  guineas  in  the  pre- 
liminary certificate.  Regulation  11  allows  the  passing 
of  a  chemist  and  druggist  after  a  further  course  of  train- 
ing to  the  Ph.C.  examination,  but  there  is  no  indication 
of  any  concession  on  the  fees.  Should  anyone  pursue 
this  m'istaken  course  for  a  Ph.C.  it  will  not  only  cost 
him  extra  for  increased  hours,  but  twelve  guineas  more 
for  an  unnecessary  lower  stage  examination.  One  other 
new  point  is  :  On  and  after  July  1,  1926,  pupils  must 
enter  into  articles  of  apprenticeship.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  passage  from  a  chemist  and  druggist  in  sequence 
is  pcssible ;  but  is  the  prize  worth  the  extra  trouble 
and  money?  Simplification  on  these  points  should  arise 
from  the  greater  freedom  allowed  in  discussion. 


The  New  "  Safeguarding  "  Proposals 

The  outline  of  the  Government's  proposals  for  the  pro- 
tection of  industries  in  this  country  from  unfair  com- 
petition of  foreign  goods  brought  in  and  offered  at  prices 
below  that  at  which  the  same  articles  can  be  profitably 
produced  here,  were  published  last  week  in  a  Board  of 
Trade  Command  Paper,  and  we  print  these  proposals 
in  full  on  page  223  of  this  issue.  Dumping,  cheap 
currencies  and  clieap  labour  are  given  as  the  interpreta- 
tion of  "  unfair  competition."  Industries  or  manufac- 
turers in  this  country  desiring  to  establish  a  claim  to 
this  assistance  are  invited  to  state  their  case  to  the 
Board  of  Trade,  who,  after  considering  it  will,  if  they 
think  desirable,  submit  the  appeal  to  a  Committee 
of  Innuirj',  consisting  of  five  members  not  interested  iu 
the  class  of  goods  refeiTed  to.  TliLs  Committee  will 
liold  hearings  in  public  and  take  evidence  from  all 
interested  parties.    They  will  then  report  their  findings 
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to  the  GoTemmemt.  and  ii  the  decision  arrived  at  is  in 
the  applicant's  favour  tlie  Government  -will  give  eSect 
to  it  by  passirg  a  Finance  Bill  introdncing  a  certain 
rate  of  import  dnty  for  sudi  a  specified  period  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Committee.  Such,  diaties  wall  be  applied  to 
the  class  of  goods  referred  to  coming  in  from  all  soniceSj 
inclnding  the  Colonies.  The  procedure  is  very, similar 
to  the  late  Part  H  of  the  ,  SafegnardiEg  of  Indnstries 
Act,-  1921  (Damping  and  Depreciated  Cnrrencies),  ■which 
expired  last  Angnst,  bat  there  are  one  or  two  points  of 
vaiiation.  The  Command  Paper  lays  it  down  that  when 
considering  an  appeal  the  Committee  mnst  satisfy  itself 
that  the  imposition  of  an  import  dnty  on  the 
class  of  goods  nnder  consideration  will  not  do  compara- 
tively more  haiTai  by  handicapping  industries  in  which 
such  goods  are  used.  This  seems  to  exclude  the 
possibility  of  the  success  of  any  appeals  for  a  duty  to 
be  put  on  chemicals,  etc.  It  wouM  appear  that  the 
Government  have  in  mind  "  finished  "  goods,  as  distinct 
from  mannfac-tured  goods,  which  ofiten  form  the  basis 
of  manufacture  of  other  goods.  Chemicals,  for  instance, 
are  manufactured  goods,  but  to  the  ussr  they  are  looked 
upon  as  raw  materials.  Another  point  worthy  of  com- 
ment is  that  applications  from  small  or  _weak  indnstries 
will  not  be  entertained.  Tlie  industry  asking  for  this 
protection  must  be  of  "  substantial  importance."  It 
will  be  remembered  that  very  few  applications  were 
made  for  the  benefits  of  the  old  Part  II  of  the  Safe^ 
guarding  of  Industries  Act,  and  those  that  were  heard 
dragged  on  for  many  months  with  mo  satisfaction.  The 
case  of  fabric  •gloves,  for  iDstance,  took  over  fifteen 
months  to  go  through.-  By  that  time  there  was  sufficient 
foreign  material  of  that  class  brougM-4n  to  last  oat 
the  period  of  operation  of  the  duty  imposed.  It  was 
admitted  that_  this  legislation  failed  to  attain  the  object 
in  view.  Whether  the  new  scheme,  so  very  similar, 
will  work  out  in  the  same  way  remains  to  be  eeen,  but 
It  should  be  remembered  that  the  old  Part  II  duty 
Goald  not  be  levied  on  goods  comiiiig  in  from  any 
country  with  which  we  had  a  "most  favoured  nation" 
trade  agreement.  The  only  country  of  any  commercial 
importance  to  which  the  duty  could  apply  was  Germany. 
Now  that  the  duty  will  apply  to  gooios  from  all  sources 
it  may  induce  the  home  industries  to  endeavour  to 
secure  the  benefits.  Part  I  of  the  Safeguarding  of 
Industries  Act,  1921  (Key  Industry  Section)  continues 
unaltered  in  every  way,  both  the  amount  of  duty  and 
the  list  of  goods  liable  being  unchanged. 


Bankruptcy  Reform 

Tee  Bankruptcy  Act,  1914,  by  which  the  law  of  bank- 
ruptcy was  codified,  has  now  been  in  operation  for  more 
than  a  decade.  On  the  whole,  the  statnte  has  worked  re- 
markably well ;  but  the  experience  gained  daring  the  post- 
war welter  of  insolvency  has  revealed  that  in  some  respects 
a  tightening  of  the  grip  upon  careless  and  unsempulous 
traders  is  desirable-  The  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Tia.de.  in  June  last,  to  inquire  into  this  problem 
h-is  now  issued  its  report.  The  attention  of  the  Committee 
was  directed  particularly  to  the  discovery  and  punish- 
ment of  offences,  and  its  recommendations,  if  adopted, 
should  help  materially  to  diminish  the  misfeasances  and 
defaults  of  which  traders  make  their  creditors  the  victims. 
In  the  present  system  of  investigation,  whereby  the  errors 
and  peccadilloes  of  debtors  are  brought  io  light,  the  Com- 
mittee sees  no  room  for  improvement  j  but,  in  regard  io 
the  offences  themselves,  it  suggests  a  number  of  reforms. 
Under  the  present  law  there  are  a  number  of  acts  which, 
ii  perpetrated  by  a  bankrupt  after  or  witidn  six  months 


before  the  presentation  of  a  baiikraptcy  petition,  are 
punishable  as  misdemeanours.  Under  this  category  fall 
such  oSences  as  concealment  of  property,  documents  or 
book  debts :  making  false  entries  in  books ;  obtaining 
ciedit  by  fraud ;  or  pledging  goods  obtained  on  credit.  It 
is  noiorious  that  debtors  often  evade  the  consequences 
of  offeoces  of  this  kind  by  artfuUy  staving  off  their  bank- 
ruptcy for  the  requisite  period  of  six  months.  Moreover, 
it  is  the  modem  piaciice  to  give  long  credit,  particularly 
in  seasional  trades.  For  these  reasons,  amongst  others, 
the  Committee  proposes  that  any  of  the  acts  on  the  part 
of  a  debtor,  which  are  punishable  if  committed  within 
six  months  before  the  petition,  should  be  made  punishable 
if  perpetrated  within  twelve  months.  It  is  als'O  suggested 
that  it  should  be  made  an  offeoee  for  a  bankrupt  to  be  a 
party  to  a  collusive  executioa  upon  his  goods.  Un- 
doubtedly, the  most  revolutionary  change  in  the  law  re- 
commended by  the  Committee  is  that  which  relates  to  the 
keeping  of  boolrs  of  account.  At  present,  the  law  does  not 
require  a  trader  to  keep  aay  record  of  his  incomings  and 
outgoings:  but  if  the  Commitiee's  suggestion  be  adopted, 
he  wiO,  in  future,  have  to  keep  books  to  save  his  own 
skin.  Under  the  Ba.nkruplcy  Act,  1914,  failure  on  the 
part  of  a  trader  to  keep  pix;per  books  of  account  dming  the 
two  years  prior  to  his  bankruptcy  is  an  offence  if  the  trader 
has  been  bankrupt,  or  made  an  arrangement  with  his 
creditors  on  a  previous  occasion.  The  proposal  is  that 
this  neglect  shaM  be  made  an  offence  in  the  case  of  a  fijst 
bankruptcy  also.  If  legal  force  be  given  to  this  proposal,  it 
vrill,  in:  effect,  make  it  obligatory  for  practically  every 
person  engaged  "in  business  to  keep  proper  books  of  ac- 
coant-t-a  valuable  reform  whether  judged  from  the  point 
of  view  of  the  trader  or  his  creditors.  It  is  doubtful 
whether  _ there  is  any  cause  of  insolvency  so  prolific  as  the 
failure  to  keep  even  simple  accounts.  By  attention  to. 
accountancy  alone  can  a  trader  discover  his  true  financial 
position,  and  thus  avert  disaster  to  himself  and  those  who 
deal  with  him.  In  order  to  safeguard  the  small  retail 
trader,  selling  gocds  in  the  ordinary  coui-se  of  his  busi- 
ne;-       ■^  :  '.':'iat  exemption  from  the  obligation  to 

ksr  r   ,  :  esiended  to  a  bankrupt  whose  un- 

secaied  iiabilkjcs  do  not  eseeed  £500.  The  Committee 
considers  that  the  books  to  be  kept  in  other  cases  should 
include  accounts  of  all  g'0':>ds  sold  and  bought,  with  details 
of  the  goods,  the  bnyera  and  the  sellers.  In  a  number  of 
other  ways  the  Committee  makes  the  path  of  the  unscrupu- 
lous debtor  more  stony.  The  penalties  for  certain  offences 
are  increased,  and  for  the  more  serious  frauds  a  sentence 
of  five  years'  penal  servitude  is  recommended.  The  Com- 
mittee was  sensible  of  the  fact  that  insolvent  persons  and 
undischarged  bankrupts  often  continue  to  carry  on  their 
nefarious  practices  under  the  cloak  of  a  "  one-man  com- 
pany," but  it  rightly  decided  that  the  remedy  for  this 
evil  was  bound  up  with  a  revision  of  the  company  law  as 
a  whole.  It  proposes,  however,  that  a  better  surveillance 
of  ■:;.ns  of    undischarged    bankrupts    should  be 

ac:. .  requiring  the  case  of  every  bankrupt  who  has 

not  L  i  ei:  oischarged-"  within  two  years  after  his  public 
examination  to  be  considered  by  the  Court. 


The  jneed  foe,  good  book-keeping. — Commenting  on  a 
recent  ease  before  him.  the  registrar  of  the  Leicester 
Bankruptcy  Court  said  there  was  need  for  the  Legislature 
to  deal  with  the'  matter  of  book-keeping.  Traders  must 
be  made  to  realise  their  responsibilities  in  that  respect. 

World's  stjgai!,  pjeiodtiction. — The  world's  sugar  pro- 
duction for  1924-25  is  now  estimated  by  Willett'S:  Gray 
at  22,785.267  tons,  consisting  of  14,551,867  tons  of  cane 
and  8,133,400  tons  of  beet^ — a  total  increase  over  the 
previous  season  of  3,085,720  tons.

They  will  be  explained  by  the  secretary  (Sir  William  Glyn- Jones)  at  a  meeting  at  Kingsway  Hall, 
Kingsway,  London,  W.C.,  on  February  18,  at  3  p.m.    The  regulations  are  given  below. — Editor.]

Student 

1.  Persons  desirous  of  obtaining  registration  as  Appren- 
tices or  Students,"  and  of  thus  becoming  eligible  to  enter

of  belladonna  and  its  preparations,  and  in  the  liquid  extract 
of  ipecacuanha;  also  the  strychnine  in  the  extract,  liquid 
extract,  and  tincture  of  nux  vomica;  the  morphine  in  opium 
and  its  extract,  liquid  extract  and  tincture;  and  the  resin 
in  tincture  of  jalap,  and  any  of  the  above  alkaloids  in  any 
other  preparations  by  methods  involving  principles  similar 
to  the  above. 

Candidates  will  have  the  opportunity  during  their  examina- 
tion of  consulting  the  British  Pharmacopceia  and  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex. 

Dispensing 

The  candidate  will  be  required  to  compound  and  dispense 
medicines  as  prescribed  ;  to  write  the  directions  in  concise 
language  and  in  neat  and  distinct  handwriting;  to  finish  and 
properly  direct  each  package.  [In  asscssinrj  the  loork  in  this 
subject  the  time  taken  by  the  candidate  is  taken  into 
account.^ 

Prescription  Reading 

The  candidate  will  be  required  to  read  without  abbrevia- 
tion autograph  Latin  prescriptions,  translate  them  into 
English,  understand  the  grammatical  construction,  and 
render  a  literal  as  well  as  an  appropriate  translation  of  tho 
directions  for  use  ;  to  detect  errors,  discover  unusual  doses, 
and  have  a  general  knowledge  of  posology ;  to  calculate 
percentages  and  other  quantities  occurring  in  prescriptions. 

Forensic  Pharmacy 

Candidates  will  be  required  to  possess  such  information 
concerning  the  following  enactments  as  is  contained  in  the 
pamphlet  "  Forensic  Pharmacy,"  published  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Press: —  The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Acts,  tho 
Arsenic  Act,  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act,  the  Danger- 
ous Drugs  Act,  Apothecaries  Act,  Medicine  Stamp  Act, 
Shops  Act  (Sections  dealing  with  the  sale  of  medicines).

The  House  of  Commons  met  on  February  10,  after 
the  adjournment  for  the  Christmas  recess. 

Safeguarding  of  Industries 

The  G>overnnient  has  offered  to  give  facilities  to  the 
Opposition  to  discuss  the  new  policy  for  safeguarding 
British  industries,  which  is  outlined  on  p.  223. 

Census  of  Production 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  announced  in 
the  House  of  Commons  on  February  10  that  he  hoped 
some  preliminary  figures  for  individual  trades  in_  con- 
nection with  the  Census  of  Production  would  be  available 
about  the  end  of  the  present  year. 
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Trade  Report 

The  orlces  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  im- 
oorters  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  ongiiial 
oackages.  To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred 
in  garbling,  packing,  etc.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils,  and  many  other  commodities 
varv  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted 
are  charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products 
even  in  bulk  quantities. 

42  Cannon  Street,  E.C.4,  February  12. 
There  is  a  continued  lack  of  animation  in  th©  Mincing 
Lane  produce  markets,  with  the  tendency  of  prices  in 
buyers'  favour,  transactions  being  confined  to  current 
requirements.  Cardamoms  have  been  selling  at  again 
higher  prices.  Beeswax  continues  strong,  and  spot 
supplies  were  never  so  scarce.  Fine  tragacanth  has 
been  isold  at  a  further  advance.  On  the  other  hand, 
English  refined  camphor  has  been  reduced  3d.  per  lb. 
Ergot  and  areca  are  cheaper  to  arrive.  Saffron  is  also 
lower.  Shellac  is  dull,  and  about  5s.  lower  for  TN 
on  spot.  Mercury  is  weak  and  lower.  American  pepper- 
mint oil  has  advanced  another  dollar  per  lb.  at  the 
source.  Menthol  is  about  steady,  with  slightly 
more  consumptive  demand  at  the  now  favourable 
prices.  Japanese  mint  oil  is  easier.  Cod-liver  oil 
is  weaker.  Rusisian  and  Levant  anise  and  Dutch 
caraway  seed  are  also  easier.  In  the  group  of  pharma- 
ceutical chemicals  weakness  is  still  apparent  in  a  number 
of  products,  and  competition  continues  keen.  Among 
the  itemis  which  have  eased  in  value  are  aspirin,  benzal- 
dehyde,  benzoic  acid,  bromides,  chloral  hydrate,  hydro- 
quinone,  phenacetin,  phenazone,  resorcin,  and  sulphonal. 
Among  industrial  chemicals  few  changes  are  recorded, 
the  market  being  devoid  of  features.  Arsenic  shows 
further  weakness.  Saltcake  is  rather  dearer,  and  sodium 
acetate  is  cheaper.  Cresylic  acid,  carbolic-acid  crystals 
and  acetic  acid,  are  easier.  Among  so-called  fixed  oils 
business  is  quiet,  with  a  pronounced  falling  off  in  the 
demand,  and  prices  favour  buyers,  these  including  cotton- 
seed, groundnut,  palm,  wood  and  soya  oils.

170s.  landed  terms,  and  for  selected  Majorca  the  equiva- 
lent of  194s.  is  asked. 

Aloes. — The  exports  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa 
during  October  1924  amounted  to  47,241  lb.  (£431), 
against  139,085- lb.  (£1,061)  in  October  1923.  During  the 
ten  months  ended  October  31  the  expoTts  were  595,408 
(£4,892),  against  746,503  lb.  (£5,613)  for  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  1923. 

Antimony. — Business  is  restricted  and  diflncult,  partly 
due  to  the  limited  quantities  offering.  Chinese  refined  in 
warehouse  is  quoted  about  £69,  and  terms  for  near  ship- 
ment are  nominally  £64.

The  fluctuations  in  the  Java  and  Ceylon  citronella  oil 
markets  during  the  { ast  five  years  are  shown  in  an  inter- 
eating  chart  prepared  by  R.  C.  Treatt  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  essential 
oil  importers,  Dunster  House,  London,  E.C.  The  chart, 
which  is  reproduced  herewith,  measures  12  x  54  in.  Messrs. 
Treatt  write  :  "  Since  the  chart  went  to  the  printer's  there 
has  been  a  sharp  reaction  in  the  Java  citronella  market. 
This  oil,  the  consumption  of  which  has  so  greatly  increased, 


after  steadily  rising  in  value  for  over  two  years,  reached 
the  high  figure  of  63.  3d.  per  lb.  on  the  London  market  at 
the  end  of  1924.  The  dulness  of  trade  which  usually  accom- 
panies the  close  of  the  year  caused  speculative  holders  in 
Java  to  try  and  force  sales.  This  produced  a  very  much 
easier  tone,  both  hove  and  in  New  York,  where,  in  the 
presence  of  falling  prices,  buyers  are  still  holding  off. 
Meanw-hile  increased  pressure  to  sell  continues  to  come 
from  Java."

How 
dignified  a  B.Ph.  will  feel  when  in  the  public  eye  he 
is  claissed  with  the  shop  which  has  its  windows  full  of 
tin  pails,  thermos  flasks,  umbrellas  and  handbags  !

New  Blood  (10/2). 

SiR,^ — The  special  general  m&eting  has  been  held  and 
the  by-laws  passed,  and  it  now  remains  to  be  seen  what 
form  the  regulations  will  take.  The  voting  showed 
148  for  and  118  against,  or  an  attendance  of  256  out  of 
a  membership  of  11,000,  and  the  meeting  can  hardly, 
therefore,  be  classed  as  representative.  This  is  a  further 
argument  in  favour  of  a  postal  vote,  or  some  form  of 
referendnm  in  cases  of  serious  alteration  in  the  conduct 
of  the  Society's  business.  At  the  meeting  the  secretary 
said  that '  the  Minor  man  could  go  on  to  the  Major  as 
before ;  there  seerms  to  be  isome  sort  of  mystery  here 
which  requires  further  elucidation.  The  present  chemist 
and  druggist,  we  are  told,  is  to  be  allowed  to  go  on 
to  the  Major  if  he  wishes  under  preferential  conditions. 
This  is  not  so  much  a  concession  as  it  appears  at  first 
sight,  as  the  man  who  is  tied  to  his  counter  from  8  a.m. 
to  8  p.m.,  with  a  little  overtime  in  the  shape  of  books 


and  orders  after  that,  is  not  likely  to  have  the  spare 
time  to  take  the  necessary  course,  even  if  he  wished 
to  do  so.

A  Speech  at  Manchester 

Sir, — May  I  be  allowed  to  correct  one  or  two  obvious 
errors  in  your  report  of  remarks  made  by  me  at  the 
meeting  held  in  Manchester  to  discuss  the  proposed 
by-laws  {€'.  <£.•  Z>.,  February  7,  p.  205).  I  am  reported 
to  have  stated  :  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Societv  thought 
the  time  opportune  to  introduoe  the  proposed  degree." 
This  "  opportune  time,"  of  course,  referred  to  the  amend- 
ment of  the  by-laws  and  regulations  governing  the  Ph.C. 
examination,  the  introduction  of  the  degree  in  oharmacy 
being  a  matter  for  the  decision  of  the  London  University. 
I  am  further  reported  to-  have  given  the  number  of 
failures  in  the  Major  examination,  but  the  fi"-ures  I 
■  quoted  related  to  the  candidates  who  had  entered  for 
the  whole  of  the  Qualifying  examination  at  one  time, 
and  were  intended  to  emphasise  the  necessity  of  making 
compulsory  a  division  of  the  curriculum  into  two  distinct 
periods,  as  proposed  in  the  new  by-laws  and  strongly 
recommended  by  the  visitors  for  the  Privy  Council, 
both  in  London  and  Edinburgh.  In  connection  with 
the  revision  of  fees,  the  reasons  I  gave  were  the 
probable  increaise  in  the  cost  of  the  conduct  of  the 
examinations  under  the  new  regulations,  also  the  fact 
that  no  distinct  registration  fee  is  clrarged — whereas  in 
comparable  qualifications,  such  as  dentistry,  an  annual 
registration  fee  has  to  be  paid  or,  as  in  medicine,  a 
separate  registration  fee  has  to  be  paid  after  qualifica- 
tion. Such  an  increase  is  rendered  more'  necessary, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  so  many  pharmacists,  while  they 
cannot  help  but  share  in  the  results  of  the  work  and 
protection  -  of  the  Society,  yet  do  not  feel  themselves 
ealled  upon  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  the  same. 
I  was  glad  to  hear  the  secretary  on  a  recent  occasion 
emphasising  the  fact  that  our  Society  had  outgrown  its 
constitution,  and  acceding  to  the  view  which  I  stressed 
at  the  Manchester  meeting,  viz.,  that  no  general  meeting 
of  members  held  in  London  can.  as  at  present  conducted, 
adequately  represent  the  views  of  a  Society  with  11,000 
members  scattered  throughout  the  country.

"  The  Cart  before  the  Horse  " 

Sir, — It  seems  to  me  the  President  and  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  conceive  their 
duties  to  have  reached  fulfilment  by  the  invention  of 
academic  tests.  Without  disparaging  the  latter,  I  con- 
sider nevertheless  that  the  cart  is  being  put  before  the 
horse.  What  we  want  is  a  living — the  creation  of  con- 
ditions under  which  we  can  prosper.  Our  secretary, 
after  having  been  a  chemist,  has  become  a  lawyer.  As 
such,  he  belongs  to  a  closely  guarded  corporation,  which 
does  not  allow,  for  instance,  a  limited  company  to  set 
up  as  "  cash  barristers  "  or  "  cash  solicitors,"  combining 
the  providing  of  teas,  fiction  novels,  picture  frames — in 
fact,  anything — with  the  profession  of  law,  exercised  in 
the   corner   of  the    building  by  a    covering  member 
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of  the  profession.  Our  esteemed  secretary  might  remem- 
ber how  those  of  us  feel  who  have  remained  chemists, 
and  might  us©  his  experience  in  the  first  place  for  the 
introdijction  of  legislation  to  protect  us  -  in  the  same 
way  as  the  legal  profession,  to  -which  he  now  belong's, 
protects  itself.  When  that  is  done  academic  degrees 
may  become  of  some  economic  value  to  us.

British  versus  Foreign  Goods 

Sir, — In  reference  to  my  letter  (C.  <£•  D-,  January  10, 
p.  69)  on  the  sale  of  British  goods,  Dr.  Martindale 
has  been  kind  enough  to  forward  me  a  copy  of  the 
"  National  Union  of  Manufacturers'  Journal  "  for 
January,  in  which  he  has  written  a  letter  relating  his 
experiences  while  trying  to  purchase  home-made  pro- 
ducts. In  each  instance,  however,  the  price  of  the 
British  article  was  double  that  of  the  foreign  one, 
and  to  the  average  customer  this  is  the  deciding  factor ; 
therefore  the  retailer,  and  especially  the  smaller  trader, 
is  compelled  to  meet  his  custom,  irrespective  of  the 
country  of  origin  of  the  goods  he  sells.  The  customer 
■who  really  annoys  me,  however,  is  the  one  who  insists 
on  purchasing  foreign  goods,  ccctcris  paribus,  for  example, 
in  the  case  of  shaving  soaps  and  t&oth-pastes ;  there 
are  home-made  goods  fully  equal  in  quality,  and  at  the 
same  or  even  lower  prices  than  foreign  makes,  and  yet 
the  latter  are  imported  and  sold  every  year.

Is  "  Grousing  "  Genuine  ? 

Sir, — From  the  general  tone  of  many  letters  in  your 
columns,  "grousing"  seems  to  be  rather  prevalent  with 
the  professors  of  pharmacy.  I  suppose  we  have  all  been 
"  fed  up  "  at  some  period,  but  I  do  not  think  we  have 
as,  a  rule  believed  things  to  be  really  as  black  as 
painted.  Under  all  the  circumstances,  is  it  not  strange 
that  so  many  of  us  have  brought  up  sons  and  daughters 
to  the  business  ?  We  of  the  older  school  had  fewer 
opportunities,  even  granting  that  where  a  good  old- 
established  Imsiness  wais  in  question  some  one  member 
of  the  family  would  be  trained  to  succeed.  Have  we 
improved  to  the  extent  that  most  of  the  pharmacy 
proprietors  ai-e  in  the  position  of  having  a  definite 
property  to  leave  ?  The  great  influx  of  sons  and 
daughters  must  surely  date  from  the  days  when  working 
hours  became  restricted  and  the  weekly  half-holiday  a 
certainty.  Post-war  conditions  and  the  higher  emolu- 
ments would  naturally  tend  to  the  same  state  of  things. 
My  own  two  sons,  accustomed  to  see  their  father  always 
the  first  at  work  and  the  last  to  leave,  and  with  holidays 
few  and  far  between,  saw  nothing  in  pharmacy  to 
attract — ^at  any  price.  Incidentally,  they  have  not  done 
BO  badly.  Coming,  however,  to  these  later  times,  I  have 
hsea  astonished  at  the  number  of  "  hereditary  "  chemists 
in  my  own  particular  circle.  Thus,  Mr.  A.  has  a  son 
in  business  with  him,  also  Mr.  B.  and  Mr.  C.  Mr.  D. 
has  a  daughter  (Ph.C.)  in  charge  of  his  laboratory. 
Mr.  E.  has  a  son  managing  a  branch;  Mr.  F.,  two  sons, 
each  in  a  branch.  Mr.  G.  manages  a  branch  shop,  and 
has  a  son  in  the  wholesale  trade ;  and  three  brothers 
are  working  a  business  between  them.  There  may  be 
dozens  of  cases  similar  to  these  in  the  district,  and 
probably  are,  that  I  do  not  know  of  personally.  I 
euppose  the  sign  must  be  considered  favourable  f  but 
what  of  the  new  men  and  the  assistant  element?

Cutting  Protected  Goods 

Sir, — I  am  repeatedly  told  by  travellers  that  their 
firms  have  tried  to  stop  cutting,  but  are  unable  to  trace 
the  source  of  supply  of  the  cutter.  Would  it  not  be 
possible  for  the  manufacturers  to  agree  to  supply,  to 
members  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association 
or  other  protection  societies  only,  articles  thus  protected, 
either  direct  or  through  a  wholesaler  ?  If  a  non-member 
of  a  protection  society  forwarded  an  order,  supplies 
would  not  be  sent,  in  the  same  manner  as  supplies  are 


withheld  from  firms  on  the  stop  list.  If  a  member  of  a 
trade  union  does  not  carry  out .  the  laws  of  the  union, 
the  country  is  tlireatened  with  a  strike.  After  all,  the 
difference  between  the  wholesale  and  retail  price  is  the 
shopkeeper's  wages,  and  the  man  who  cuts  under  the 
protected  price  is  as  much  a  blackleg  as  a  non-unionist 
who  agrees  to  work  for  a  lower  wage.  I  should  like  the 
opinion  of  my  fellow-cheVnists  on  this  important  matter.

The  Status  of  the  Pharmacist 

Sir, — Improvement  in  the  status  of  the  pharmacist 
has  long  been  a  plank  in  the  pharmaceutical  orator's 
platform.

Membership  or  Fellowship  of  the  new  Institute  of 
Chemist-Analysts  (secretary,  Mr.  J.  Cofman-Nicoresti, 
113  Leadenhall  Street,  London,  E.C.I)  appears  to  me  to 
be  worth  having,  as  it  seems  likely  to  improve  the  status 
of  the  individual  pharmacist  by  emphasising  this  opera- 
tive side  of  his  work,  while  at  the  same  time  the  Institute 
will  render  a  great  service  to  pharmacists  collectively  by 
helping  to  protect  the  analytical  rights  of  pharmacy. —

B.  N.  (9/2). — ^You  cannot  supply  Panopepton,  even 
on  a  doctor's  order,  if  you  have  not  a  wine  licence. 

/.  M.  (24/1). — The  maker  of  proprietary  powders 
cannot  sell  them  singly  from  a  stamped  package.  Other 
vendors  may  do  so. 

Bohin  (10/2). — Information  regarding  copyright  law 
is  given  in  the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  1925,  p.  290.  If  there 
are  any  additional  details  you  require,  we  shall  be  glad 
to  supply  them. 

E.  G.  (4/2).— Particulars  are  given  in  the  C.  '  D. 
Diary,  1925,  p.  289.  of  the  method  of  registering  trade- 
mark.s.  If  there  are  any  further  details  you  require,  we 
shall  be  glad  to  supply  them. 

ir.  /.  E.  (27/1). — Apprenticeship  Indentures. — See 
r.  ci-  D.,  October  4,  1924,  p.  517,  and  January  10,  p.  49, 
for  forms  of  indentm-e.

D.  B.  S.  (7/2). — An  unqualified  person  may  call  his 
place  of  business  a  "  pharmacy,"  but  he  must  be  careful 
not  to  give  the  public  to  believe  that  he  is  carrying 
on  "  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist." 

Ignotua  (28/1). — (1)  Registration  of  Trade-Marks.— 
See  C.  <L-  D.  Diary  1925,  p.  289.  (2)  The  expressions  you 
give  if  used  in  connection  with  a  toilet  article  would 
not  render  the  preparation  liable  to  medicine-istamp  duty. 

G.  G.  H.  (4/2). — We  appreciate  your  difficultv  regard- 
ing the  question  of  vin.  ipecac,  as  a  statutory  poison, 
but  we  think  the  article  on  Labelling  Poison  Prepara- 
tioriis  in  the  C.  ct  D..  February  7,  p.  188,  will  answer 
your  inquiries. 

G.  M.  C.  (10/2). — A  month's  notice  by  either  master 
or  assistant  is  the  custom  of  the  drug  trade.  This  has 
been  upheld  in  the  Courts.  It  is  understood  that  this 
is  only  in  cases  where  there  is  no  express  agreement 
to  the  contrary. 

/.  N.  E.  (26/1). — An  unqualified  person  carrying  on  a 
drug  store  does  not  possess  any  advantages  over  a  grocer 
unless  he  has  served  an  indentured  apprenticeship  to  a 
registered  chemist.  In  the  latter  case  he  can  sell 
"  known,  admitted  and  approved  "  remedies  unstamped. 

F.  H.  L.  (24/1). — The  question  of  liabilitv  to  medicine- 
stamp  duty  cannot  be  answered  without  fuller  details  of 
the  preparation  to  which  the  testimonial  refers.  The 
tablets  may  be  (1)  a  "  known,  admitted  and  approved  " 
remedy;  (2)  a  pure  drug,  or  be  sold  with  a  non-liable 
title. 

/.  H.  H.  (4/2). — Single  herbs  and  mixtures  of  herbs 
that  have  not  been  prepared  or  medicated  in  any  way 
are  not  regarded  as  coming  within  the  scope  of  the 
charge  for  medic'ine-stamp  duty.  They  may  be  held  out 
as  proprietary  articles  and  reconxmended  without  incur- 
ring liability  to  duty. 

B.  G.  (7/2).— "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas"  ("  P.F.") 
was  the  first  recipe  book  recognised  by  the  Board  of 
Customs  and  Excise  as  a  standard  work  of  reference  for 
"  known,  admitted  and  approved  "  remedies.  The  title 
and  "  P.F."  number  following  it  must  be  quoted  on 
the  label  of  the  preparation. 

H.  E.  S.  (22/1).— The  Order  in  Council  regarding  the 
labelling  of  preparations  containing  poisons  w-as  printed 
in  the  C.  d-  D.,  December  13,  1924,  p.  850.  In  the 
6'.  A- D..  January  31,  p.  155,  we  began  a  new  series  of 
articles  on  labelling  poison  preparations  which  will,  we 
think,  meet  your  requirements. 

A.  H.  F.  (28/1). --The  formula  you  send  is  registered 
ais  a  "  known,  admitted  and  approved  "  remedy  under 
the  title,  "  Balsam  of  Aniseed  Cough  Mixture."  The 
reference  number  is  "  P.F.  1,"  or  "  C.  c5  D.  Diary, 
1904,  No.  1."  To'  conform  v/iih  the  new  Labelling 
Order  the  preparation  should  be  labelled  "  Poison.  Con- 
tains 1  in  3,000  morph.  hyd.  B.P." 


E.  G.  C.  (2/2). — The  use  of  a  registered  trade-mark 
for  the  corn  preparation  would  render  it  liable  to  stamp 
duty,  even  though  the  formula  is  registered  as  a  "  known, 
admitted  and  approved  "  remedy,  that  being  a  claim  to 
proprietary  rights.  In  the  case  of  the  influenza  mixture, 
the  uise  of  a  name  in  the  possessive  case  is  a  claim  to 
proprietary  rights,  and  would  render  the  preparation 
liable  to  stamp  duty. 

Fact  (24/1). — The  point  about  the  reply  we  gave  you 
is  that  it  is  illegal  for  an  unqualified  person  to  carry  on 
the  "  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist."  If,  therefore, 
you  carry  on  a  drug  store  and  in  addition  use  the  title 
"  Graduate  in  Pharmacy  "  on  the  strength  of  passing 
the  examination  for  apothecaries'  assistants  it  is  not 
unlikelv  that  the  Courts  might  hold  that  you  are  carrying 
on  the  "  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist." 

Sinapis  (7/2). — The  addition  of  other  medicaments  to 
pulv.  doveri,  according  to  the  Home  Office,  brings  it 
w'ithin  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  regulations,  with 
which  it  must  then  comply.  The  prescription  should  be 
entered  under  "  opium  "as  1  grain  in  each  powder. 
It  should,  of  course,  have  had  this  stated  on  the  pre- 
scription, but  the  ambiguous  position  has  caused  it  to 
be  overlooked  more  often  than  complied  with. 

Z.  A.  (9/2). — The  master  of  an  apprentice  is  bound 
to  carry  out  the  terms  of  the  indenture  under  which  the 
apprentice  is  serving.  In  case  of  the  sale  of  the  busi- 
ness, the  apprentice  cannot  be  compelled  to  remain  with 
the  purchaser.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  apprentice-master 
to  come  to  an  arrangement  with  the  apprentice  and  his 
guardians  so  that  the  apprentice  shall  not  be  worse  off 
by  the  failure  of  the  master  to  carry  out  the  indenture. 

J.  H.  A.  (7/2). — The  stamp  duty  on  transfer  deedis 
is  as  follows  : — (I)  When  shares  are  transferred  for  a 
nominal  consideration  (i.e.,  £s.  consideration  monev)  the 
duty  is  10s.  for  the  transfer  stamp,  phis  the  registration 
fee,  which  is  generally  2s.  6d.  per  deed.  (II)  Full  duty 
is  -one  per  cent,  of  the  consideration  money,  plus  the 
registration  fee.  (Ill)  The  duty  is  not  assessed  on  the 
nominal  value  of  the  shares,  but  on  the  consideration 
i.e.,  the  price  paid  for  the  shares,  or  the  consideration 
at  which  the  deed  passes. 

T.  C.  (4/2)  asks  if  a  doctor  in  writing  a  proscription 
containing  a  dangerous  "  drug  need  give  the  full  name, 
i.e.,  Christian  and  surname  of  a  patient.  The  require- 
ment is  "  the  name  and  address  "  of  the  person  for 
whose  use  the  prescription  is  given.  Is  "  Mrs.  Joneis, 
1  Galen  Avenue,  Blcomsbury,"  suflnicient  ?  [So  long  as 
the  name  on  the  prescription  clearly  indicates  the  person 
intended,  it  docs  not  matter  whether  it  is  Mrs.  Jones 
or  Mrs.  A.  Jones.  The  requirements,  "  name  and 
address,"  are  required  to  be  sufficient  for  identification.] 

IF.  T.  C.  (28/1).— The  position  in  regard  to  the  use 
of  French  scales  in  the  pharmacy  is  that,  although  the 
Regulations  made  by  the  Board  of  Trade  do  not  prohibit 
the  use  of  scales  other  than  beam  scales,  in  practice  it 
is  usually  found  that  scales  with  the  pans  above  the 
beams  cannot  ordinarily,  except  with  difljculty,  be  main- 
tained in  a  sufficiently  sensitive  and  accurate  condition  to 
satisfy  the  tests  applied  by  inspectors.  On  this  account 
we  recommend  that  when  new  scales  are  required  they 
should  be  beam  scales.  The  error  in  scales  to  weigh  up 
to  7  lb.  should  not  exceed  one  grain,  and  they  should 
turn  with  half  a  grain. 

F.  E.  M.  (27/1). — (1)  The  adoption  of  a  definite  name 
for  a  medicament  which  you  intend  placing  on  the 
market  is  a  claim  to  proprietary  rights,  and  would  involve 
liability  to  medicine-stamp  duty  unless  the  nerve  powder 
is  a  pure  or  entire  drug.  (2)  Information  ais  to  the  regis- 
tration of  trade-marks  is  given  in  the  C.  <fc  D.  Diary, 
1925,  p.  289,  but  if  there  are  any  points  not  clear  we 
shall  be  glad  to  answer  your  inquiries.  (3)  Permits  to 
sell  "  dangerous  "  drugs  are  granted  by  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act  Department,  Home  Office,  Whitehall,  S.W., 
from  whose  decision  there  is  no  appeal.  (4)  The  price 
of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  is  10s.  6d. 
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Miscellaneous  Inquiries 

When  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to  us 
as  to  their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for 
and  how.  We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report 
upon  proprietary  articles  nor  ,  to  publish  supposed 
formulas  for  them. 

,/.  M.  (20/1). — (1)  Treatment  of  neuritis  in  shoul- 
ders.— This  is  usually  a  fibrositiis,  not  a  true  neuritis, 
and  a  common  cause  is  sleeping  on  a  "  sagging  "  wire 
mattress,  the  muscular  attachments  being  pulled  on  by 
the  trunk  during  sleep.  A  good  bo.x  mattress  will  some- 
times effect  a  cure.  Massage,  with  or  without  a  liniment, 
and  geutle  e-xerciiseis,  such  as  Swedish,  will  help.  (2)  Ear 
LOBES  BURNING  AND  FESTERING. — The  best  treatment  for 
this  is  pasta  zinci  co.  (without  the  salicylic  acid,  and 
with  a  yellow  paraffin  base).  It  should  be  applied 
thickl-r  and  covered  with  a  layer  of  plain  gauze. 

/.  0.  (20/1). — (1)  Trotter  oil  is  a  synonvm  for  neats- 
foot  oil.

(24/1).— Urine  analysis.— The  best  book  we 
can  recommend  is  the  C.  ct-  D.  publication,  "  Practical 
Methods  of  Urine  Analysis,"  from  v.h'lcli  much  useful 
information  can  be  obtained"  as  to  tlie  estimation  of 
sugar  in  urine.  A  isp.  gr.  of  1.040  iiS  very  high,  and 
the  obvious  inference  Ig  that  a  diabetic  patient  is  not 
getting  the  excretion  of  sugar  under  control.  Such  a 
patient  should  be  unier  medical  care,  and  an  exact 
l-ecord  of  the  susiar  elimination  should  bs  obtained  by 
quantitative  analysis. 

D.  D.  (24/1).— Treatment  of  leucoriukca  depends  on 
the  caus2.  In  children  and  virgins  it  may  often  be 
cur:d  by  simple  methoc'is  of  cleanliness,  such  ais  the 
warm  sitz  bath.  In  married  women  a  lotion  consisting 
of  zinc,  chlor.  gr.  v..  in  warm  water  Oj.,  may  be  tried, 
or  copner  isulph^te  "i.  in  hot  water  Oii.  These  should 
be  used  with  a  douche  can  or  enema  syringe,  the  external 
parts  of  the  bodv  being  cleansed  with  warm  water  before 
and  after  use.  The  condition  may  be  gonorrhcsal  or  due 
to  disease,  malignant  or  otherwise,  of  the  uterus  or 
cervix,  so  that  if  it  does  not  clear  up  with  above  treat- 
ment soon,  expert  advice  should  be  sought.

Examination  Changes 

From  a  Paper  by  "  Pharmaceutical  Chemist." 

It  seems  to  be  a  disputed  point  whether  the  Minoi 
Examination  under  the  new  regulations  is  more  severe  than 
before  or  not.  There  is  no  doubt  that  it  is  more  severe, 
but  the  severity  is  such  that  has  long  been  needed.  The 
introduction  of  practical  testing  is  a  matter  of  the  grea-test 
possible  value.  The  task  of  accumulating  a  number 
of  chemical  facts  inust  have  been  very  distasteful  10 
those  who,  before  the  new  regulations  came  into 
force,  simply  acquired  the  knowledge  of  chemistry 
necessary  for  the  Minor  from  books ;  but  the  train- 
ing necessary  to  acquire  a  practical  kno'.vledge  may  :n 
many  cases  convert- any  distaste  into  positive  liking,  and 
create  a  desire  for  the  prosecution  of  the  study  beyond  the 
limits  prescribed  by  the  Minor  or  Major,  so  as  to  render 
the  knowdeJge  acquired  of  real  and  actual  value  in  after- 
life. The  increased  severity  of  the  Minor  decreases  the  gap 
between  it  and  the  Major,  especially  as  pharmacy,  dispens- 
ing, and  prescription  reading  are  now  deleted  from  the 
latter.  It  is  probable,  on  this  account,  that  in  future  a 
much  larger  proportion  of  "  Minor  men  will  present  them- 
selves for  the  Major  than  heretofore,  a  result  greatly  to  be 
desired.  The  withdrawal  of  the  subjects  mentioned  from 
the  Major,  and  the  requirement  of  an  additional  knowledge 
of  them  in  the  Minor,  was  a  most  judicious  course  to  adopt, 
for  I  can  say  from  experience  that  such  a  task  as  the  main- 
taining at  high  pressure  a  complete  knowledge  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  was  a  most  serious  obstacle  in  the  acquire- 
ment of  the  .somewhat  advanred  knowledge  of  chemis-try, 
etc.,  required  in  the  Major.  Further,  it  is  only  right  that 
the  examina.tion  in  these  subjects  in  the  Minor  should  be  cf 
such  a  thorough  character  as  to  do  away  with  all  necessity 
for  any  subsequent  examination  in  them.  Taking  the  new 
regulations  as  a  whole,  they  are  undoubtedly  a  great  step 
in  the  right  direction,  but,  it  must  be  remembered,  a  step 
only.  The  goal  is  not  yet  reached,  and  the  time  is  probabl.y; 
still  distant  when  the  examinations  will  be  conducted  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  be  of  the  mosl  searching  character, 
while,  at  the  same  time,  affording  every  possible  opportunity 
for  a  candidate  to  display  his  real  knowledge.

Burgundy  Pitch  should  be  a  resinous  exudation  col- 
lected fj'om  the  stem  of  thb  spnice  fir  [Picea  cxcelsa), 
Finland  being  the  ohief  source  of  supply.  It  consists  of 
the  oleo-resin.  which  slowly  drains  into  incisions  made 
through  the  bark  into  the  wood  of  the  tree.  This  is 
scooped  out,  melted  and  strained.  It  is  a  yellow  opaque 
substance,  hard  and  brittle  when  cold,  with  an  agreeable 
aromatic  odour.  Burgundy  pitch  is  used  as  an  ingredient 
of  poor  man's  plaster  {—Emplastnim  Picis,  B.P.  1898).  In 
Germany  it  is  employed  with  resin  for  lining  brewers' 
casks.  The  burgundy  pitch  of  commerce  is  largely  a 
mixture  of  resin,  turpentine  with  palm  oil  or  common 
pitch  and  water  to  give  yellow  colour.  The  factitious 
product  is  not  soluble  in  twice  its  weight  of  glacial 
acetic  acid,  vvliere?,s  the  natural  product  dissolves  com- 
,  pletely.  There  is  little  of  the  genuine  product  now 
offered  on  the  market. 

Burnett's  Fluid  is  a  strong  sohrtion  ot  zinc  chloride 
(s.  g.  2O00,  corresponding  to  about  80  per  cent,  of  zinc 
chloride),  originally  patented  by  Sir  W.  Burnett  in  1838 
as  a  wood  preservative.  It  is  occasionally  used  as  a 
caustic  disinfectant,  and  for  this  reason  i.s  included  in 
Part  II  of  the  Poisons  Schedule  (an  exception  being 
made  for  soldering  solutions  containing  zinc  chloride 
when  suitably  labelled). 

Burnt  Alum,  or  alumen  ustum,  is  the  exsiccated  potash 
alum  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

Bush  Tea  is  obtained  from  the  soulh-western  districts 
of  Cape  Province,  and  is  used  in  the  Western  Provin<:e 
as  a  beverage  ;  it  is  popularly  regarded  locally  as  having 
certain  tonic  qualities.  The  exports  in  1922  were 
4,122  lb.,  valued  at  .-£81,  and  in  1923  5,340  lb.,  valued 
at  £244.    The  yield  in  1917-18  was  304,800  lb. 

Business  Names  Registration.  —  A  business  which 
includes  a  profession,  whether  carried  on  by  a  firm  or  an 
individual,  requires  to  be  registered  at  the  Registry  of 
Business  Names  in  any  of  the  following  cases: — (1)  If  a 
firm  uses  a  business  name  wluch  does  not  consist  of  the 
true  surnames  of  all  the  partnens  who  are  individuals  and 
the  corporate  names  of  all  partners  who  are  corporationis 
without  any  addition  other  than  tlie  true  Christian  names 
of  the  individual  partners  or  initials  of  such  Christian 
names.  (2)  If  an  individual  uses  a  business  name  which 
does  not  consist  of  his  true  isurname  without  any  addition 
other  than  his  true  Christian  names  or  the  initials  thereof. 
(3)  If  an  individual  carrying  on  a  business  changed  his 
or  her  name  at  any  time,  except  in  the  case  of  a  woman 
in  consequence  of  marriage.  (4)  Where  the  business 
concern  is  a  firm,  if  any  member  of  it  at  any  time  has 
changed  his  or  her  name,  except  in  the  case  of  a  woman 
in  consequence  of  marriage.  To  obtain'  registration  a 
form,  which  may  be  obtained  at  the  Registry,  39  Russell 
Square,  W.C.I,  has  to  be  filled  up,  and  when  stamped 
with  a  5s.  stamp,  obtainable  at  any  post  oflice,  must  be 
presented  at  the  Registry.  A  certificate  of  registration 
is  then  issued.  Changes  in  a  resristered  business  concern 
are  required  to  be  notified.  The  Register  may  be  in- 
spected any  week-day  on  payment-  of  a  small  fee.  Where 
a  business  is  registered  all  its  trade  circulars,  catalogues, 
showcards  and  business  letters  on  which  the  business  name 
appears  must  cive  the  names  of  the  person  or  partners, 
and,  if  not  British,  their  nationality. 

Business,  Opening — S'ee  Pharmacy,  Opening. 

Buoiness  Propaganda.— With  a  view  of  advertising  col- 
lectively the  chemists'  business,  the  CAD.  issue  a 
pamphlet,  "  The  Business  of  a  Chemist  and  Druggist," 
specially  prepared  for  distribution  bv  chemists  to  their 


customers.  The  pamphlet,  of  eight  pages  and  cover,  is 
of  small  size  (3|  x  5^  in.),  and  is  adapted  for  insertion 
m  prescription  envelopes  and  packages.  These  are  sold 
in  packets  of  50,  2s,  9d.  post  free,  and  1,0(X),  36s. 
carriage  paid. 

Business,  Science  of.— Organised  knowledge  is  as  neces- 
sary  in  business  as  in  more  abstract  and  less  tangible 
pursuits.  Empiricism  exists  in  many  distributive 
businesses,  yielding  a  fair  amount  of  succesis,  but  the 
application  of  scientific  method  becomes  more  and  more 
a  necessity  in  modern  competition.  The  business  of  a 
chemist  and  druggist  is,  by  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  in 
Great  Britain,  and  the  corresponding  Act  of  1875  in 
Ireland,  a  partly  sheltered  trade  in  so  far  as  the  Kale 
oi  poisons  is  affected,  and,  in  Great  Britain,  in  dispensing 
medicines  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts. 
The  main  principles  of  business  are  more  appropriately 
dealt  with  under  their  respective  headings,  to  which  . 
reference  should  be  made,  viz.  : — •

Under  ths  science  of  business  may  be  included  particu- 
larly the  analysis  of  transactions  "and  the  synthesis  of 
diverse  values  likely  to  produce  method  in  the  valuation 
of  a  business.  The  first  systematic  effort  by  a  oublic 
body  to  analyse  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist 
was  made  by  accountants  appointed  by  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Committee  in  1915  to  investigate  the 
incidence  of  costs  and  the  relation  of  profits.  Many 
businessrs  were  examin3d,  covering  dispensing  and  its 
relatipn  to  the  whole  business.  The  statistics  for  the 
first  insuranca  year  were  :  —

The  profits  on  tbsso  items  were  summed  up  : — 

On  the  whole   business,  73    per    bent,    on   buying  price 

(or  42.2  per  cent,  on  selling  price). 
Net    amount  on   the  whole   business,    37.9   per  cent,  on 

buying  price  (or  21.9  per  cent,  on  selling  price). 
The  analysis  went  further  and  covered  the  profits  on 
the  sectional  parts  : — 
Drugs,  gross,  93.6  per  cent,  on  buying  price  (or  48.3  per 

cent,  on  selling  price). 
Yielding,  net.  53.2  per  cent,  on  buying  price  (or  27.5  per 

cent,  on  selling  tirice). 
On  the  other  business  the  figures  were  : — 
Gross,  40.5  per  cent,  on  buying  price  (or  28.5  per  cent,  on 

selling  price). 

Net,  13.8  per  cent,  on  buying  price  (or  9.8  per  cent,  on 
selling  price). 

The  differenca  between  21.9  per  cent,  on  whole  business 
and  9.8  per  cent,  on  business  other  than  drugs  is  startling, 
and  shows  that  prices  of  other  things,  apart  from  drugis, 
were  anything  but  satisfactory.  Another  point  arising 
from  the  official  Insurance  figures  is  :  Gross  profit  on 
returns  42.2  per  cent.,  and  net  amount  or  working  profit 
21.9  per  cent.  The  term  "  w-orking  profit  "  is  used, 
since  it  covers  the  remuneration  for  the  owner's  work; 
and  what  profit  arises  beyond  this  is  the  true  net  profit, 
which  may  be  termed  the  surplus  profit  in  order  to 
avoid  confusion.  The  argument  against  these  figures  is 
that  they  were  taken  in  1915,  when  values  had  not 
materially  changed  from  the  pre-war  standard.  It  was 
considered  that  the  establishment  charge  was  too  low, 
and  if  this  were  so  the  relationship  would  be  more  marked 
at  the  present  day.  Ho-wever,  later  and  more 
intimate  investieations  have  served  largely  to  confirm 
these  percentages. 
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Business  analysis. — A  business  may  be  resolved  into 
its  component  parts  and  charted.  Tlie  aggregate  figures 
are  usually  considered  sufficient,  but  they  do  not  show 
why  or  where  a  trading  concern  advances  or  recedes.  The 
foHowing  figures  are  aggregates  :

Two  points  always  stand  out  in  a  business  :  (1)  The 
relative  value  of  the  sections  composing  the  turnover, 
and  (2)  the  relative  profit  (best  shown  under  "  Fixing 
Selling  Prices  '").  The  cost  of  doing  business  can  seldom 
be  cut  down,  and  this  is  especially  seen  in  the  examina- 
tion of  wage  systems.  The  need  in  industry  is  increased 
production,  which  means  in  the  distributive  trade  in- 
creased turnover,  but  a  proper  understanding  of  selling 
price  is  a  .suie  qua  -non.  A  simpler  form  of  a  sales 
chart  shows  the  variation  in  the  monthly  sales  of  the 
figures  in  the  second  column  given  above.

This  chart  shows  the  total  sales  in  the  monthly  com- 
ponents ;  the  remarkable  variations  in  May,  August  ajid 
September  were  periods  when  actual  losses  were  being 
made,  while  January  and  February  showed  advance  only 
to  recede,  save  for  the  slight  break  in  September.  The 
Biraight  lines  give  the  averages,  the  previous  year's 
figures,  the  monthly  average  for  the  year  under  examina- 
iion,  and  the  average  cost  per  month  for  working  the 
business  (including  turnover  of  goods). 

Stock  in  kelation  to  turnover. — The  full  considera- 
tion of  this  is  shown  in  "  Stock  and  Stock-taking,"  but 
assuming  selling  prices  are  right,  there  is  an  efficiency 
figure  which  permits  a  certain  turnover,  and  any  increase 
above  this  point  is  not  productive,  since  prices  would 
liave  to  be  inflated  in  order  to  pioduce  any  adequate 
return. 

Business  valuing. — It  matters  not  in  analysis  whether 
the  object  is  to  buy  or  sell.  What  is  desired  is  a  basis 
on  which  the  true  value  of  a  business  can  be  estimated. 
It  is  usual  in  advertisements  to  give  certain  figures,  such 
as  turnover,  stock,  gross  profits,  and  price  required. 
There  are  variations  from  these  lines,  but  these  three 
offer  sufficient  inducement  to  make  further  inquiry.  The 
following  are  samples  of  figures  given  : — 

Oase  I. —Turnover,  £3,300;  net  profit,  £700;  price,  £2,200. 

Case  II.— Turnover,  £2,000;  stock  and  fixtures,  £1,200; 
price,  £1,600. 

Case  III.— Turnover,  £2,250;  net  profit,  — ;  price,  £1,500. 

None  oi  them  fulfils  the  simple  requirements.  Case  I. 
The  inquiry  previously  mentioned  gave  the  net  profit  on 
the  whole  business  as  21.9  per  cent.,  but  this  included 
the  working  costs  of  the  owner,  which  is  correct  for 
income-tax  purposes  but  not  for  understanding  the  value

of  the  business  as  an  investment.  It  is  the  working  profit 
of  the  business,  and  in  this  case  shows  approximately 
that  percentage.  If  the  figures  hold  good,  the  gross  profit 
will  be  about  £1,400,  leaving  the  cost  of  goods  bought 
as  £1,900.  If  stock  were  turned  over  three  times  a  year, 
it  would  be  just  over  £600,  so  the  figures  available  on 
previous  experience  would  be  : — Turnover,  £3,300  ;  stock, 
£630 ;  gross  profit,  £1,400.  The  price  asked  was  £2,200 ; 
and  since,  in  considering  the  case,  the  point  of  view 
taken  is  that  of  a  possible  buyer,  the  following  method 
may  be  adopted  as  a  guide  in  estimating  whether  the 
price  asked  is  sound.  The  working  profit  (so-called  net) 
was  £700.  and  allowing  £400  for  management  or  personal 
working  cost,  the  surplus  profit  would  be  £300.  This 
business  yields  an  investment  profit  of  £300  on  the  year's 
trading,  which  is  worth  £277.51  on  the  present-day 
purchase,  and  the  hypothetical  figures  are  : — Stock,  £630  ; 
fixtures  (estimated),  £360;  three  years'  surplus  profit  at 
present  value,  £833;  total,  £1,823,  showing  a  difference 
of  £377,  for  which,  of  course,  there  might  be  ample 
explanations  and  satisfaction  "in  subsequent  negotiations. 
Case  11.  Turnover,  £2,000  ;  stock  and  fixtures,  £1,200 ; 
price  £1,600.  The  information  differs,  but  following  the 
same  train  of  thought,  the  gross  profit  would  be  £676, 
and  if  the  fixtures  were  worth  £300,  it  would  leave  the 
stock  as  £900,  which  is  somewhat  high.  After  paying 
the  personal  charges,  there  would  be  little,  if  any,  surplus 
profit  liable  to  affect  goodwill,  so  that  only  stock  and 
fixtures  need  be  considered  together,  with  the  unnamed 
possibilities  of  the  business  on  closer  examination. 
Case  III  is  on©  in  which  little  inducement  in  the  shape 
of  figixrea  is  given  for  further  inquiry. 

The  following  points  have  a  bearing  on  the  prices  of 
businesses,  and  their  valuation  will  vary  according  to  the 
temperament  of  the  prospective  buyer.  A  corner  shop 
presents  immense  possibilities  of  advertisement  and  pro- 
gress in  a  shopping  centre,  and  even  in  a  back  street ;  it 
has  much  greater  pull  than  a  terrace  shop.  Neighbours 
have  an  influence  on  any  business,  since  the  making  of  a 
shopping  centre  depends  on  the  community  of  shop- 
keepers. The  nature  of  the  district  and  possibilities  of 
expansion.  Style  of  trade — cash  or  credit.  Reason  for 
sale,  how  long  established.  Has  it  changed  hands  fre- 
quently ?  The  turnover,  nature  of  stock,  and  value.  The 
nature  of  tenancy,  overhead  charges,  trading  expenses, 
income-tax  paid  by  proprietor,  book  debts  and  the  neces- 
sity to  discount  their  value.  Goodwill  is  usually  men- 
tioned :  one  definition  may  be  "  an  advantage  attached  to 
a  business  arising  from  positio-n,  age,  or  reputation  ;  " 
it  is  usually  estimated  on  the  annual  surplus  profits.  (See 
Goodwill.)  The  items  arising  from  this  analysis  of  a 
business  for  sale  are  : — Stock. — It  is  an  advantage  to 
know  the  nature  of  the  stock,  whether  it  consists  of 
saleable  goods  or  casuals,  its  f  requency  of  turnover  during 
the  year,  which  may  be  estimated  from  the  total  sum  of 
goods  bought,  due  attention  being  given  to  the  normal 
range  of  prices  at  which  the  goods  are  bought  and  sold. 
Casual  lines  should  be  severely  written  down.  Fixtures. — 
These  form  depreciating  values  which  out  into  eapital, 
as  they  need  to  be  renewed.  Net  profit. — The  greatest 
difference  arises  under  this  heading,  not  to  say  confusion. 
The  term  is  frequently  held  to  cover  the  difference  left 
over  after  the  oncosts  have  been  charged,  together  with 
the  wages  paid  for  assistance.  The  owner  who  is  con- 
ducting the  business  fails  to  understand  that  his  own 
personal  charge  is  the  first  claim,  which  forms  his  profit 
for  working  expenses.  The  balance  is  net  profit  or  the 
surplus.  This  is  the  amount  left  -ever  after  all  charges 
are  deducted,  including  these  personal  working  expenses. 
It  is  similar  to  the  amount  available  in  a  company  "fot 
the  purposes  of  paying  a  dividend  or  adding  to  a  reserve. 
Goods  sold. — It  is  necessary  to  emphasise  this  point, 
since  goods  sold  at  a  low  rate  of  profit  or  on  guesswork 
lines  militate  against  the  marketable  value  of  a  business. 
A  standaird  selling  price  list  on  a  true  costing  basis  is  a 
sine  qua  non;  it  enhanoes  the  value  of  the  bu6in«ss,  and 
ensures  a  better  price  when  it  is  desired  to  sell.  The 
information  requireS  may  be  set  out  as  follows  : —

Butter   of    Antimony    (liq.  antim.    chlor.)    is   not  a 

scheduled  poison. 

Butter  Standards. — ^Butter  is  defined  in  Sec.  3  of  the 
Margarine  Act,  1887,  in  the  following  words: — "The 
word  '  butter  "  shall  mean  the  substance  usually  known 
as  butter,  made  exclusively  from  milk  or  cream,  or  both, 
with  or  without  salt  or  other  preservative,  and  with  or 
without  the  addition  of  colouring  matter.'"  This  defini- 
tion of  butter  was  narrowed  by  the  Sale  of  Butter  Regu- 
lations, 1902,  made  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  in  pur- 
suance of  powers  conferred  upon  them  by  statute.  These 
regulations  provide  that  any  excess  of  water  over  16  per 
cent,  shall  be  presumed,  until  the  contrary  be  proved,  to 
be  an  adulteration.  The  presence  of  preservatives  is  thus 
allowed  by  statute  in  butter,  subject,  of  course,  to  the  re- 
strictions of  Sec.  3  of  the  1875  Act  as  to  mixing  anything 
with  a  food  so  as  to  render  it  injurious  to  health.  In 
the  light  of  the  recent  report  on  food  preservatives,  no 
one  can,  at  the  moment,  say  what  view  any  particular 
court  would  take  as  to  what  preservative  is  at  present 
permissible  in  butter,  other  than  salt.  Milk-blended 
ljutter  is  not  "  butter."  It  is  specially  defined  in  Sec.  1 
of  the  Butter  and  Margarine  Act,  1907,  as  "  any  mixture 
produced  by  mixing  or  blending  butter  with  milk  or 
cream  other  than  condensed  milk  or  cream."  The  quan- 
tity of  butter  that  may  be  mixed  in  margarine  is,  con- 
trolled by  statute.  A  strange  slip  in  the  wording  of  two 
different  sections  of  the  Acts  dealing  with  this  has  been 
pointed  out  by  E.  J.  Parry  ("'  Food  and  Drugs," 
Volume  II).  Sec.  8  of  the  1899  Act  makes  it  an  offence 
to  sell,  etc.,  "  any  margarine,  the  fat  of  which  contains 
more  than  ten  per  cent,  of  butter  fat."  Sec.  5  of  the 
Butter  and  Margarine  Act,  1907,  obviously  meaning  the 
same  thing,  makes  it  an  offence  to  import  "  margarine 
containing  .  .  .  more  than  ten  per  cent,  of  butter 
fat."  The  two  things  are,  of  course,  quite  different,  as 
in  one  case  the  butter  fat  is  calculated  on  the  total  fat) 
which  (allowing  for  16  per  cent,  of  water)  may  be  only 
84  per  cent.,  whilst  in  the  other  case  it  is  calculated  on 
the  firll  lOO  per  cent. 

Buty!  Alcohol. — This  is  now  being  made  commercially 
in  -  the  United  States  in  the  form  of  /«o-butanol  or 
secondary  butyl  alcohol  for  use  as  a  solvent.  It  boils  at 
99.5°  C,  and  has  a  s.g.  of  0.8104  at  15°  C.  The  fermenta- 
tion butyl  alcohol  of  commerce  consists  chiefly  of  iso- 
butyl  alcohol  (CH.,),  CH.CH.OH,  obtained  by  fractiona- 
tion of  fusel  oil.  Normal  butyl  alcohol,  CH^.CHj, 
CH.,GH20H,  is  produced  by  fermentation  of  glycerol 
with  Bacillus  but ijlicus ,  and  comprises  nearly  50  per  cent, 
of  oil  of  cognac  brandy. 

Butyl  Chloral  Hydrate  is  trichlorbutvlidene'  glycol, 
GH,.CHC1.CC1,.CH(0H)2,  and  was  formerly  known  as 
croton-chloral  hydrate.  Soluble  1  in  3  of  water  and 
freely  in  alcohol,  butyl  choral  hydrate  is  incompatible 
with  the  latter  solvent  owing  to  the  precipitation  of  an 
alcoholate  on  dilution  with  the  former.  Its  melting  point 
is  about  78°  C.  It  is  generally  administered  with 
gelsemium  in  pill  form  to  relieve  neuralgia.  Though 
butyl  chloral  is  a  hypnotic  (about  one-^enth  the  physio- 
logical value  of  chloral  hydrate)  and  is  used  sometimes 
for  insomnia,  it  is  exceptional  in  not  being  a  scheduled 
poison. 

Butyric  Acid. — See  Butyl  Butyrate.
